viding such conditions as they saw fit 
for returning to their work. 

The strikers did no violence and 
did not interfere with men employed 
to take their places, further than to 
appeal to their sense of right and 
manhood. 

The judge quoted the English high 
court of chancery to prove that the 
federal courts have jurisdiction with¬ 
out an act of congress, thus holding 
that the decision of an English court 
is authority in the United States. 

The railroads have been clothed 
with the power of eminent domain 
for the acquirement of land for their 
purposes, and therefore the judge 
holds that Debs’ action was contempt 
of court—considering, we presume, 
that the railroadB are a part of the 
government 

The court also holds that Debs and 
other offie ; als had absolute control of 
the strike, guiding as they close the 
movements of the men. This 
is well known to he false, 
whereas the strike was instituted 
first hv vote of the members of 
the A. R. U. and no more was taken 
without a vote of all concerned. 
Even the smallest subordinate lodge 
that stopped work did so wholly upon 
its own decision by vote of its own 
members only. 

The defendants took the sentence 
like men. Debs bowed his tall, gaunt 
form and whispered a few words to 
his sister, who sat near, and they 
both laughed heartily. Howard and 
Hogan exchanged smiling glances and 
ICeliher grasped his attorney’s hand 
and appeared to offer congratulations. 
It was evident that all had expected 
much more severe sentences, and all 
wore a look of relief. Debs drew his 
people together and instructed them 
to say nothing for publication, set¬ 
ting them an example by refusing to 
discuss the cas.e at all. After the 
murmur of excitement over the -sen¬ 
tence had subsided, the court an¬ 
nounced that the punishment was 
not to take effect for ten days, in 
which the defendants’ attorneys will 
prepare an appeal.

tTllo Decision of an English Court Quoted 
as Authority in the United States. 

The sentence of Eugene V. Debs to 
six months in jail for alleged con¬ 
tempt of court, will doubtless create 
more contempt of court than it cures. 

He and other leaders of the A. R. U. 
were "denied the right of trial by jury 
and sentenced to jail by a plutocratic 
judge. They had violated no law, 
and had been exonerated from all 
blame by the United States’ strike 
cotnmission appointed by president 
leveland. 

The ihjunction which Debs and his 
associates Ignored, was clearly to all 
sense of right and justice, an interfer¬ 
ence with the strikers’ legal rights. 

The real nuisance in the case was 
the Pullman Car .company, and the 
mobs employed by the railroad-com¬ 
panies 'to arouse ■ public sentiment 
against the just cause of the strikers, 
j As for interstate commerce, Pull¬ 
man sleepers are in no way engaged 
In commerce, nor even in carrying the 
mails. The railroad companies violated 
rtheir contract with the government 
in order to help Geo. M. Pullman 
jCrush his workmen and violated the 
(interstate commerce law rather than 
[concede the rights of workmen to 
lanit' work When they pleased, pro¬ 


the decision of Judge Woods in the 
Debs case: 

“I think it contemptible for any 
judge to take from a citizen of the 
United States the right of trial by 
jury. If Mr. Debs is guilty of any 
criminal act, a jury of his peers 
should be allowed to say so. I de¬ 
nounce the action of any judge who 
shows himself so eager to do the bid¬ 
ding of the corporations.” 

Patrick McBride, secretary of the 
United Mine Workers, said: 

“I think the decision is an outrage. 

I do not believe the intention of the 
law under which the injunction was 
issued was to include labor organiza¬ 
tions. There has been no decision by 
the Supreme court on the matter. It 
seems to me that the court should have 
remitted the penalty. Instead of 
that, he has strained the law tc reach 
the decision and inflicts a severe pun¬ 
ishment upon the first man tried for 
its violation.” 

John K. O'Sullivan of Boston: ‘‘I 
have examined this decision and it 
now only remains for us to see that 
the ease goes to the highest tribunal.” 

A. McGrath of the Typographical 
Union: “1 think the methods of the 
people in power are tending toward 
revolution.” 

Hon. David Holmes of London de¬ 
clined to express an opinion. 

Thomas J. Morgan said in regard to 
the Debs sentence: ‘‘The decision, 
aside from its immediate effects on 
Debs, is a good thing for the labor 
movement. It- shows what may be 
expected from legislatures and courts 
that are controlled by the capital¬ 
ists.” 

William B. Prescott, president of 
the Tynographical union, said: ‘‘I 
am opposed to the punishment of one 
man for the acts of another. I be¬ 
lieve that the injunction Debs vio¬ 
lated was against his real legal 
rights.” 

Civil or Military. 

In a recent decision of Judge Ilughe 
of the Norfolk (Va.) circuit the plain 
announcement is made that the civil 
authority is above the military. This 
decision was called out through a suit 
between the corporation of Norfolk 
and a soldier stationed there. The 
importance of it can be gathered from 
the fact that Secretary of War Lamont 
asked Attorney-General Olney to give 
his opinion of its soundness, who said 
in substance: “That the expression 
‘laws of the land,” in the fifty-ninth 
article of war includes city ordi¬ 
nances and laws, and therefore that 
a soldier may be arrested, tried, 
and punished by the proper civil 
authorities for the violation of a city 
ordinance, and that, if he escapes to a 
military reservation, his surrender 
may he demanded by the proper mili¬ 
tary authorities and should he made by 
the military officer in command.” 
Under this construction Gov. Altgeld 
could have imprisoned every United 
States soldier sent into Illinois. The 
matter has been kept very quiet, but 
it is making a stir among the military 
gentry who have indulged in the idea 
that this country has been fully Rus¬ 
sianized. It is well to have a judge 
like Hughes, who is able and courage¬ 
ous enough to declare for constitutional 
methods.—National Watchman,

Any necessity for it!

Any popular demand for it? 

No. • r 

11 is excuse was that he wanted a 
gold reserve out of which he could pay 
off the 55340,000,000 in greenbacks when 
presented for redemption. 

Was anybody clamoring for the re¬ 
demption of greenbacks? 

No. 

Was there any law under which any¬ 
body had a right to go to the treasury 
and demand gold for greenabeks? 

No. 

Was there any custom or policy 
which authorized this setting apart of 
gold to redeem greenbacks? 

No. 

But Sherman did it, just the same, 
and it soon appeared that he had made 
us a Mumbo Jumbo which we all wor¬ 
shiped, and before whose mysterious 
power we fell prostrate. 

As long as Sherman was secretary 
of the treasury the gold reserve was 
sacred. Congress looked upon it with 
awe. The .President did it reverance. 
The newspapers bent to it in speech¬ 
less adoration. The politicians rubbed 
(he skin off their stomachs groveling 
before it. The people—the great inert 
mass within whom is irresistible might 


if they hut had courage and co-opera 
tion—patiently padded their knees, 
and likewise knelt in mute submission 
to tlie yellow god which John Sherman 
had condescended to make for them. 

When Sherman went out and other 
secretaries came in, the spell was al¬ 
ready upon the public, and Mumbo 
.Tumbo reigned by the omnipotent title 
of universal consent. 

The gold reserve was a national in¬ 
stitution—like Washington monument. 
It was not to he desecrated. It was 
to be recognized, supported, defended. 

Senators in their speeches alluded to 
it as they would to Plymouth Rock or 
Mount Vernon. It was a fixed fact 
which nobody disputed and all re¬ 
spected. 

Congressmen referred to it as they 
would to Arlington or Bunker Hill. 
It was, in their eyes, consecrated. 

Statutes referred to it, in passing, as 
they would to West Point or Yellow¬ 
stone park, something that was per¬ 
manent, national, and inseparable 
from the life of the republic. 

There never was a law for the gold 
reserve, there never was a necessity 
for it, there never was any antecedent 
discussion in regard to it, and there 
never was a particle of financial sense 
in it. 

□ Nobody ever presented greenbacks 
for redemption until Mr. Carlisle made 
his famous ruling, under which gold is 
paid out for paper money, and bonds 
issued to get the gold back again. 

The gold'reserve was absolutely use¬ 
less until it became, under Carlisle's 
ruling, a bait to set the bond trap 
with. 

To show that it has no. influence 
upon the value of the greenbacks, we 
need only to point to the fact that al¬ 
though the size of the gold reserve has 
constantly fluctuated for about a year, 
the value of the greenback has not 
varied at all. 

If the greenbacks depend on tlie gold 
reserve, their value would rise and fall 
with the gold reserve. 

The greenbacks no not, and never 
did, depend on the gold reserve. They 
depend on the government, and the 
known fact that the credit of the 
government is based on 5570,000,0!)!),000. 
Their legal tender quality, their re- 
ceivability for taxes and public dues, 
make them good in ■- the eyes of the 
people, irrespective of any gold re¬ 
serve whatsoever. 

John Sherman had no more right to 
make a gold reserve than lie had to 
make a silver reserve. 

Greenbacks were no more redeemable 
in gold than they were in silver. 

But why argue, the case? The ver¬ 
dict is already made up in the minds of

Sherman’s god rules us. 

We quake and tremble every time 
they tell us anything bad has hap¬ 
pened to the gold reserve. We roll 
and toss in our sleep, muttering dis¬ 
tressfully, when the news comes that 
the gold reserve “is dwindling.” 

We shiver and we groan when we 
read that “the treasury has lost $4,000,- 
000 of the gold reserve to-day.” 

After such news how can we sleep? 
How can we frisk and gambol and dis¬ 
port ourselves in thoughtless levity 
when our god, our fetich, our Mumbo 
Jumbo, is being picked to pieces by ir-, 
reverent hands? 

How can we see our idol carted off 
by piecemeal and not suffer in our 
minds? 

What good does Mumbo Jumbo do 
the naked African? 

None, 

But then, you see, the African 
doesn’t know it. 

That’s tlie reason he is a fool. What 
good does our Mumbo Jumbo, the gold 
reserve, do us? 

None. 

But then, you see, we do not know 
it. 

That’s the reason we are bigger fools 
than the African is.—People’s Party 
Paper.

Raleigh, N. C., Jan. 5.—“As 
showing the growth of the senti¬ 
ment of the people of North Caro¬ 
lina in i'avor of honest elections, 
anothor instance is afforded by the 
following facts: 

At the recent election Claude M. 
Bernard and Herbert F. Sewell 
were the republican-populist can¬ 
didates for solicitor (prosecuting 
attorney) in two of the twelve su¬ 
perior court judicial districts, and 
John E. Woodward and Solicitor 
Neal, the democratic candidates 
for the same position. The state 
returning board in canvassing the 
vote found that some of the votes 
intended for Claude AI. Bernard 
were returned by the county can¬ 
vassers in one county as cast for 
Joho E. Woodward—a sufficient 
number of them if not counted for 
Claude AI. Bernard, to defeat him. 
Other irregularites, such as design¬ 
ing him on the ballots as “for so¬ 
licitor of the Fourth Judicial Dis¬ 
trict” (instead of Third), were 
found. Similar irregularities in 
the case of Sewell would also de¬ 
feat him. 

The powers of the State Return¬ 
ing Board being entirely ministe¬ 
rial, the board declared Woodward 
and Neal, the Democratic candi¬ 
dates and present incumbents elect¬ 
ed. The latter, however, in view 
of the fact; made clear to them, 
that a majority of the -liters of 
their respective distrists had in¬ 
tended to cast their votes for their 
opponents, have declined to re¬ 
ceive their commissions and have 
suggested to Gov. Carr that he 
appoi nt the gentlemen wh o m the 
people expressed their preference 
for. This Gov. Carr has done. 
But now, Messrs. Bernard and Sew¬ 
ell decline to accept the Governor’s 
commission because he has not 
power to appoint them longer'than 
“until the next general Election” 
(two years), whereas the solicitors 
in this state are elected for a term 
of four years. They will there¬ 
fore seek redress in the courts, and 
will be undoubtedly installed in 
their offic s for four years, without 
opposition. 

The spirit of fairness displayed 
by concerned in this matter, and 
the evident desire of all to see the 
will of the voters respected, not¬ 
withstanding legal technicalities, 
shows how positive is the demand 
in North Carolina now for fair 
elections.” 

The above from the Alontgomery 
Journal shows that there are still 
men inside the democratic party, 
who are unwilling to draw another 
man’s salary; if there were a few 
such men inside the democratic 
party in this state, there would be 
some hope for reformation, but alas 
there are none so far as the Advo¬ 
cate has been able to learn, who 
has had the manhood and honesty, 
to refuse to take another man’s sal¬ 
ary; from the highest down to the 
lowest, there are men in Alabama, 
who are to-day drawing other men’s 
salaries. And there is no hope for 
reformation, for while there are 
some who do not approve of such 
rascality, there is a large majority 
of the democratic party that en¬ 
dorses such practices, and while 
this is true there is no chance for 
reformation. Thos, G. Jones was 
defeated two years ago last Aug¬ 
ust for governor, yet he was count¬ 
ed in, and there was not a promi¬ 
nent democrat or democratic pa- 
per that openly condemned the 
fraud. There is but one remedy 
for fraudulent elections in Alaba¬ 
ma, and that is for the voters to go 
to the polls in eaeh heat and de¬ 
mand and have a fair count.

• His Early Struggles, His Person¬ 
ality, His Politics. 


John W. Goff, another man whom 
the exigencies of the municipal reform 
moyement in tho city of New York, 
have called to renown, was born in the 
south of Ireland about forty-five years 
ago. In 1S65 he landed in Now York 
without a dollar, and, like Mr. Strong, 
obtained employment in a dry goods 
store. Finding mercantile pursuits 
uncongenial he devoted his liesure to 
the study of law. The great merchant, 
A. T. Stewart, who employed him for a 
time, encouraged him in his studies. 
Peter Cooper, the philanthropist, gave 
him a helping hand, and with toil and 
study, through the night of poverty, in 
a land of strangers, he forged a head 
untii the object of his ambition, ad- 



ollice of assistant district attorney, 
was little known until ho appeared as 
leading counsel for the Lexow Com¬ 
mittee. Thomas C. Quinn, in Munsey’s 
Magazine for January, says: “Mr. 
Goff has a charming personality. He 
possesses dignity without severity. 
His mind is often given to the light 
play of fancy and tho sparkle of Irish 
wit. His voice is one of rare charm, 
llis attire indicates tho carelessness oi 
genius. Without being slovenly, it is 
marked by a sort of nondescript indif¬ 
ference.” 

In politics Mr. Goff is a democrat, but 
it does not appear that he has evei 
devoted his powers much to party 
interests. 

FOREIGN ITEMS. 

ITgUtlng In Congo. Rebellion in 
Brazil. The War In China. 

Petite Republicquc, Paris, says : 
December 30 M. Deieissc, minister of 
colonies, received a cablegram stating 
that the natives had attacked Colonel 
Miutell’s French expedition in the 
Congo country and killed fifteen mem¬ 
bers. All of the slain were white men. 

A Montevideo special says : There 
has been severe fighting at .Santa Ana, 
and the last of government troops in 
that section have been driven off and 
have laid down their arms and crossed 
into Uruguay. Another government 
force near Cruz Alta has disbanded 
and gone to Paraguay, where 
tho men sold their arrqs to 
merchants. Lampoa, who had forti¬ 
fied Vacaries. with a large force, 
was obliged to retreat, leaving every¬ 
thing in the hands of the rebels, who 
are new marching on Porto Alegre. 

Dispatches from Shanghai bay!: Af¬ 
ter defeating General Sung at'’ Ncw- 
ciiwang the Japanese continued their 
march without occupying the foreign 
settlement of tho city. This they did 
in deference to the wishes expressed 
by foreign consuls at Newellwang. 
General Sung barely escaped } being 
made prisoner. 

One hundred Breech-loading field 
guns and several thousand rifles have 
reached Tien-Tsin overland from Chin 
Kiang. They are destined for ,equip- 
raent of Wu Taching’s troops at ', Shan 
Ilai Kwan. 

A serious rebellion is raging at Kin- 
chow, to the north of the Gulf of 
Peehil. Tio Tal Tan has been dis¬ 
patched with 2000 of Li Hung Chang’s 
troops to quell the insurrection. The 
censor, An Wei Tsin, together with ten 
other officials of high rank, recently 
Impeached the empress do wager.,on the 
charge of using undue influence Upon 
public affairs, An Wei Tsin has' since 
been punished for his temerity. 

A fortnight ago the empress dowager 
caused forty lashes each to be applied 
to two of tlie imperial concubine’s sis¬ 
ters, named respectively Chin and Chen, 
for the offense of offering their advice 
to the emperor.

On Sunday afternoon, January, 13, 
Inst., the Birmingham Trades Council 
will hold a special open meeting 
for the consideration of alL Labor 
Bills before the State legislature. 

We earnestly ask that you communi¬ 
cate this to all members, and fellow 
workingmen, that they may come pre¬ 
pared to take such action as they may 
deem best for their own interest and the 
interests of organized labor- in generrl. 

The Council meets at 2:30 sharp in the 
Allen & Redd building,-First avenue. 
Representative Frank P. O'Brien, and 
others of the Jefferson county delega¬ 
tion, will be present to discuss these 
bills with us, get our ideas thereon and 
convey them to the General Assembly.

INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE. 


The Largest Furnace South Opened 
up after Three Years’ Shut Down. 


MILLS CONSTRUCTED LAST YEAR. 


North Carolina Third. In tho List, 
South Carolina Fourth and Geor¬ 
gia Fifth. The Southern States 
tValclng up to the Advantages of 
Home Manufacturing. 


Wednesday afternoon at 5:30 o'clock 
Mrs. Little, the daughter of Mr. De- 
Bardeleben, applied the torch to the 
Alice furnace, and the big wheels that 
have for a long time stood idle began to 
revolve, and Thursday at noon the first 
run will be made, filling the two large 
cast sheets with 100 tons of pig iron. 

There was a large crowd of ladies 
and gentlemen present to see the big 
fire kindled in the big cupalo that has 
been cold for more than three years. 

This furnace is the largest in the 
south and has a capacity of 100 tons 
per day, and has 400 coke ovens in 
operation, employing from 300 to 40C 
•men. The managers say they have all 
the orders they can fill for the next 
ninety days, with more constantly 
coming in. 

The American Wool and CottoD 
Reporter, in its semi annual review oi 
mill construction throughout the coun¬ 
try, gives some interesting data. Dur¬ 
ing the past six months the improve¬ 
ment in the general business situation 
has been reflected in no uncertair 
manner in the undertaking of the con¬ 
struction of a large number of textile 
plants. In the first six months of the 
year 1894 the number of new mills was 
113, a wonderful showing, considering 
the condition of the business world. 
Since tho middle of the year the con¬ 
struction of no less than 147 textile 
plants have been undertaken, an in¬ 
crease of thirty-one as compared with 
the previous six months. 

Tlie record for the year is 263 mills, 
as against 279 in 1893 and 35 for 1893. 
The new mills commenced during the 
first and second halves of the year 
1894 are as follows :

However, New 
York and Pennsylvania lead with 21 
each to their credit. Next comes 
North Carolina with 16, then South 
Carolina with 14. The record by states 
for the whole is as follows: New 
York 38, Pennsylvania 38, North Caro¬ 
lina 26, South Carolina, 23, Georgia 19, 
Massachusetts 15, Maine 11, Virginia 
a«d Rhode Island 8 each, Texas and 
Connecticut 7 each, tlio remainder be¬ 
ing divided among the other states. 

Wages of Farm Labor. 

The cotton planter of the Yazoo delta 
have just concluded their convention 
at Nitayuina, Miss., at which steps 
were taken to fix a scale of wages for 
cotton hands all over the cotton, 
states. 

Resolutions were passed fixing tlie 
pay of tho best male labor at 50 cents 
per day and the best class of female 
labor at 40 cents per day. Not more 
tiian $7 per month, with rations, is to 
be paid for tho best labor, and crops 
should be laid by at a maximum expen¬ 
diture of $3.50 per acre. 

Clubs will at once be formed through¬ 
out the state, having for their motto 
the reduction of wages. Cot. John R. 
Cameron, Capt. John Willis and Dr. A. 
,T. Phelps, three of the most prominent 
men in the state, are giving the move¬ 
ment their indorsement. 


DELIBERATE MURDER. 

Sliot Down In a Saloon, But Nobody 
Saw It. 

On new year’s evening about 15 o’clocli 
at Pratt City Paddie'Wallace was shot 
and killed in a saloon where he had 
gone for his accustomed glass of ■ beer 
after his day’s labor. Will Blount and 
John McKay' have been arrested and 
lodged in jail, charged with the killing. 
The barkeeper stated that he turned. to 
make change for Wallace when ha 
heard a pistol fire. He turned and saw 
Wallace fall, but did not see who fired 
the shot, nor did he see any revolver. 
Wallace leaves a widow and eight 
children, the eldest only thirteen years 
of age, to struggle for existence as best 
they can. Later: Two other men, 
Leonard Thrayer, white, and Edrige 
Young, tlie negro porter in the saloon, 
have been arrested, charged with com¬ 
plicity in the murder. 


Tho Uncertainty of Rlclies. 

While preparations are-being made 
to bury Ex-Senator Fair, of California, 
and while his children are getting 
ready to begin a legal battle for the 
right to handle his millions, one of his 
old partners, Jonas M. Walker, lies 
dying in poverty in this city. Thirty 
years ago Walker was richer than Fair, 
and he owned a larger intorest in the 
famous bonanza firm. His head was 
turned, however, by his great luck and 
drink completed what misfortune be¬ 
gan. 

In ten years he had lost his millions 
and was once more out on the Com¬ 
stock trying to find another bonanza. 
Ill luck pursued him and he returned 
here a short time ago to die in his old 
home, but none of the men who re¬ 
ceived favors from him called or offered 
help.

ACCORDING TO TIIE RETURNS. 


Brief Sketch of Ilfs Fubllc Career 
’Twice Mayor of Chattanooga. 
Once a Member of Congress. 
Charges of Fraud in tlio Election 
to be Contested. 


Henry Clay Evans, who on the face 
of the election returns has received a 
majority of 645 votes for the office of 
governor of Tennessee, is a republican, 
a native of Pennsylvania, reared and 
educated in Wisconsin, and served in a 
regiment from that state in the war. 
When mustered out of the service in 
Chattanooga, in 1S64 he settled in that 
city and has resided there ever since. 



He has twice been mayor of the city 
and was a member of the fifty-first 
congress. It is charged on both sides 
that great frauds were perpetrated in 
the gubernational election, the 
democrats claiming that the elimina¬ 
tion of all illegal ballots from the 
returns will result in a clear majority 
in favor of Mr. Turney, the present 
governor. The republicans assert, 
with equal apparent confidence, that 
the contrary will appear. The question 
willcome before the legislature which 
meets this week, and wether Mr. Evans 
shall be declared elected or not, it must 
be conceded that he is a man of a .very 
high order of brain power. 



I.EVI P. MOXTON-, GOVF.11NOB OF NEW IOKK. 

Levi P. Morton, the recently elected 
governor of New York, is a republican 
and lias the distinction of having came 
within 25000 votes of carrying the city 
of New York—a closer vote than ever 
was polled in tlie city for any other 
republican. Mr. Morton is a native of 
Vermont aDd is 70 years old. After 
acquiring a rudimentary education be 
entered business at the age of 16 as a 
clerk in a country store and persistently 
devoted himself to commerce until 
1863, when he established the banking 
house of Morton Bliss & Co., and later 
that of Morton Rose & Co., of London. 
Ilis London firm was tlie fiscal agent 
of the United States in Europe for ten 
years. He is now one of the richest 
men of this country. He was elected, to 
congress in 1878, re-elected in 1880 and 
was United States minister to France 
under Garfield. He was twice defeated 
for the senate and in 1888 was chosen 
vice-president with Mr. Harrison. 
Since his retirement from the vice¬ 
presidency Mr. Morton has spent most 
of the time in Europe, returning just 
before the meeting of the republican 
convention by which he was nominated

TREASU RY BA LANCE. 

More Gold Withdrawn, an Old Land¬ 
mark to be Torn Down. 

The general treasury balance at the 
close of the calendar year 1894 is stated 
at $153,022,892, of which 886,370,145 is in 
gold. After tffis balance was struck the 
treasury was notified of the withdrawal 
from the New York sub-treasury of

table or in bed. 

He drinks nothing but water, has a 
heart that is utterly insensible to the 
charms of the fair sex and is all twisted 
and warped in figure. This is owing 
to the face that he was dangerously 
wounded in the war of 1870 at tho bat¬ 
tle of Saint Private, whore he lost two 
ribs. He has been obliged to wear 
ever since a sort of s lver brace, or 
corset.

A UNIQUE INDUSTRY. 

How Imbricating Oil Ig Obtained In Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The lubricating oil field of French 
Creek, in Venango County, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, is.one of the meet curious spots in 
all oildom. The business had itS-start 
in tlio well of Blacksmith Evans, at 
Franklin, in the TO’s, and since then 
$12,000,1.00 worth of oil has beon taken 
from tho few miles square of territory 
where this oil alone Is found. Around 
its prescribed limits wells that yield 
largely of the regular illuminating oil 
have been drilled, but none of that 
kind of oil has ever been found within 
the lubricating oil limits. This small 
but rich oil district extends into the 
village Of Franklin, the county seat of 
Venango County, and there are wells 
in many private yards in that place. 
The production has fallen off greatly, 
though, and the price also. The 
monthly yield now is not more than 
7,00.) barrels, and the price is below $4 
a barrel. Tlie oil is refined at Oil 
City, and eighty different commercial 
products result, ho ,idos the oil itself. 

Franklin enjoys a monopoly of the 
heavy oil trade,- but tha business is 
conducted on a much more economical 
basis than whon Blacksmith Evaus 
was getting his LOO barrels a day from 
his pioneer well and i-ec iving $3J a 
barrel for it. - There is little or no gas 
in the lubricating oil rock, and every 
well has to be pump id. As many as 
fifty wells are pumped by ono engine. 
This is accomplished by an ingenious 
device called tho pumping rig. Tho 
wells to be pump ad are .connected with 
sucker rods screwed together, reach¬ 
ing out in all directions, frequently 
more than a mile from the engine. In 
tho woods around Franklin these suck¬ 
er rods may he encountered, working 
slowly back'and forth.with the regu¬ 
lar motion of a piston, and no engine 
within sight or hearing. Tho same 
thing may be seen in the streets of 
Franklin, where the long arms reach 
iu to connect with tho wells in the vil¬ 
lage boundaries. 

The wells are not pumped regularly, 
but by "heads.” Twice a day there is 
sufficient accumulation of oil in tho 
wolls to be pumped out, and then the 
many-armed engines are started and 
kept going until all the oil of that 
“head” is pumped out. Sometimes a 
new well will start off with a yie d of 
ten or fifteen barrels a day, but this 
phenomenal yield does not last long. 
Taking it all in all, the lubricating oil 
corner of tho petroleum fields is alto¬ 
gether unique. _-

Gambl?r$i Tlrags, prosti¬ 
tutes and Pimps ^y^ere. Opposed to 
Populist Government — Populism Proud 
of Her Enemies.

. compel the gambling halls of Denver 
to remain closed is without doubt det¬ 
rimental to some of the business in¬ 
terests of Denver. -Gamblers who arc 
prevented from .the - practice of their 
profession, in consequence, vacated 
buildings and parts of buildings .occu¬ 
pied as saloons and residences, which 
remain unrented, and a large amount 
of money is withheld from circulation 
that-otherwise would be expended by 
the gamblers in the purchase of neces¬ 
saries and luxuries. ; To that extent 
the suppression of gambling has made 
hard times in Denver, and I have 
never hesitated to acknowledge my 
full share of responsibility for this re¬ 
sult. It is no wonder that every gam¬ 
bler m Denver, every pimp and prosti¬ 
tute, every confidence man, bunco 
Steerer, thief and hobo and every all 
night and Sunday liquor seller, li¬ 
censed and unlicensed, joined the ‘re¬ 
deemers’ to redeem the state from 
Populist misrule, and furnished money, 
and men and women to colonize the 
city with fraudulent voters in the in¬ 
terest of the republican party. The 
gamblers and the lewd women of Den¬ 
ver had a grievance. The Populist state, 
administration had injured their busi¬ 
ness, liad*prevented them from loan¬ 
ing capital for the promotion of 'busi-"' 
ness enterprises, and had reduced 
some “professionals’’- to actual pov¬ 
erty. Smarting under a sense of per¬ 
sonal injury, the gamblers of Denver, 
poured out their money like water for 
political purposes, and resorted to any 
and all means, no matter how fraudu-. 
lent, to defeat at the late election the 
Populist state administration. . - 

“The Protestant religious element of 
this city, represented by its distin¬ 
guished doctors of divinity, by the Y. 

. M. C. A. and the W. C. T. U., protest, 
against the protection of the gambling, 
± business by the police, on the ground' 

that gambling is immoral 

“My-own action as governor was not 
Upon any such consideration. Gambl¬ 
ing is no more immoral in Denver than 
in Leadville - or Aspen. The laws 
against gambling and.lewdness should 
be executed at all cities alike, but it 
so happens' that peculiar relations ex¬ 
ist between jlie governor of the state 
and the city of. Denver, which, do not 
’exist* in ’any other locality.- The gov¬ 
ernor, by the'lawr has the poweil 1 both 
to-appoint and rpmoye' the board of 
police of-Denver,- and upon Kim, there¬ 
fore'.rests. th'e-'Tespoiisibility of the 
proper 1 execution.. of -.tjl’e law- by the 
. police. It is. the misfortune of'the’gam¬ 
blers of Denver whose' :open halls„of 
busin'ess • have-- been -closed, ..ami, of 
the lewd women','whose profits -have 
been curtailed by the 'shutting up ’of 
•saloons at midnight . and on ’ Sundays, 
that their'business, is .in violation of. 
the law. ‘ Their only legal remedy is 
the repeai-of the violated laws. Until 
such repdal4$he.present.governor, the 
fire aud pqliCe board and the .chief ,of 
police of Ijicrcity’bf'Denver during,Ahe 
full term of their offices, will compel a 
compliance with the law. 

“The religions sentiment of Denver 
may be correct in opposing gambling 
: and lewdness in the city, but they have 


been exceedingly tardy in their mani¬ 
festations. In tlie summer of 1891 the 
war of the governor of the state upon 
the gamblers commenced. In all pre¬ 
ceding' state administrations gambling 
had been practically licensed and pro¬ 
tected by the police. No vigorous war 
has ever been waged against gambling 
by any governor of the state or fire 
and police boad. The present governor 
found Messrs. Orr and Martin guilty of 
malfeasance in 'office-in protecting in¬ 
stead of prohibiting the gambling 
houses of tlie city and removed them 
according to law. The officers so re¬ 
moved refused to vacate their offices> 
in the interest of the gamblers arose 
in insurrection and by aid of the 
sheriff’s office took illegal and armed 
possession of the city hall. A district 
court, in the interest of the gamblers, 
enjoined the governor from the exer¬ 
cise of his constitutional rights. The 
issue was sharply defined- betweendKie 
; rgttmbjersland the governor, who cabled

insurrection. y-Now wlieiA was the 
Clergy , of ’ Denver, the Y. M. C. 
■A.y the W. C. T. U. and .the 
prohibitionists in this- fight? They 
were dead against tKe governor. The 
exceptions are so small and insignifi¬ 
cant as to be unworthy of notice. The 
wealth and aristocracy of the city was 
a unit against the governor. In many 
of the churches of Denver, the elders 
and..trustees actually voted down a 
motion to indorse the action of the 
police board. Even the most promi¬ 
nent and influential members of the 
People's party assembled themselves 
together, called the governor before 
them, and implored him to withdraw 
his demand that, his last appointees 
shouUrtake possession of the city hall, 
which was tlieir .legal right, and con¬ 
sent that the malteriilrould be left for 
the decision of the various courts, which 
practically meant that Orr.and Martin, 
should continue in office and the gam¬ 
bling houses remain open. All this 
pressure was resisted by the governor, 
who contended that Orr and Martin 
had no legal authority after thej’were 
removed, and that the control of the 
police belonged to Mullins, Barns and 
Rogers. The Supreme court of the 
state, in its final decision, declared the 
possession of Orr and Martin illegal, 
and ordered them to vacate in favor of 
• Mullins and Barnes, who were de¬ 
clared entitled to legal possession, and 
thus the Supreme court sustained the 
right of the governor to enforce the 
law. 

“But the governor, the fire and 
police board and the chief of police 
stood alone. The saints, the pious 
women and the prohibitionists, who 
had for ye%rs been praying for the 
suppression of gambling houses aud 
tippling houses, had no. words of en¬ 
couragement for those who had estab¬ 
lished reform. In the hard fight the 
governor had been compelled to make 
in the courts, and bv a resort to bis 
constitutional rights as commander-in- 
chief of the state militia, the entire re¬ 
ligious sentiment of the-city acting in 
harmony with the gamblers and lewd 
women, had denounced the state ex¬ 
ecutive as an anarchist, usurper and 
tyrant. . 

“That the republicans in DenVer 
were in league with the gamblers and 
lewd women is indisputable. Aside 
from the statement of the gamblers 
themselves, who tell the amounts they 
contributed, and the number of votes 
they colonized, is the fact that large 
pecuniary offers were made to the 
People’s party to ‘let up’ on the gam¬ 
blers,and the further fact that the 
gamblers have always demanded and 
received a . consideration for their 
votes. When the republican press and. 
preachers preached continually that the 
Populist state administration had in- 
jnred the business of the state, and the 
only business injured was the gambling 
halls and houses of ill fame, when the 
county republican ticket was nomi¬ 
nated in the interest of these‘injured 
classes,’ who were induced to vote the 
republican ticket on the promise that 
their injuries should be redressed, it is 
rather late in the day, after the con¬ 
sideration has been fully paid, for the 
preachers to now maintain that the ar¬ 
rangement made with their political 
co-laborers and bosom friends—the 
gamblers and lewd women—is off.

whatever, but because it is a duty im¬ 
posed upon us by the law.

How the Hankers Dive on the "Sweat of

The following extract froip a.speech 
delivered by Hon. S. >S. Marshall oft 
Illinois in the lower house of congress 
in July, 1880, graphically depiets our 
present infamous national banking 
system: 

“An association of gentlemen in an 
eastern state raised $300,000 in cur¬ 
rency. They . tvent to the office of the 
register of the ^treasury and exchanged 
their currency for $300,000in 6 percent 
gold bearing bonds. Then they went 
to the office of the comptroller of cur¬ 
rency, in the same building, organized 
a national bank,,deposited their $300,*- 
000 in bondS" and received for their 
bank $370,000 in national currency. 
They had ' let: dthe, •' government Ijaye

and had on deposit $300,000 on which 
they received as interest .from the gov¬ 
ernment $18,000 a year in gold'(and ex¬ 
empt from taxation). This was 

pretty good financiering, for' those’ 
bankers to receive $18,000 a year in 
gold on the $30,000 in currency which 
they had loaned the government. But 
this'As not.the:Whole stdry. ' They had 
their-ba.nk made a public depository. 
They soon discovered that there was 
seldom less than $1,000,000 . jqf govern-; 
i'fieht money deposited? Mi ’theirlvaults" 
They did not like to see this vast sum 
.lie idle. They, therefore, took $1,000,- 
000 of this . government- niondy and 
bought $1,000,000 of five-twenty bonds' 
with it. In other words they loaned 
$1,000,000 of dthe- government's 
money to the government, and de-’ 
posited the bonds received in the 
vaults of thei? bank, on. which they re¬ 
ceived from the same government? 
$60,000 a year in gold as interest. Thus 
for the $30,000 in currency, which they 
originally loaned the government, they 
received annually in all $78,000.”

James Mahar died of starvation yes- 
ternay noon at the Brooklyn city hos¬ 
pital. A native American, he had 
walked the streets of New York, with¬ 
out food for eight clays, looking for 
work, and late Saturday afternoon fell 
exhausted and unconscious at the 
Brooklyn tower of the great bridge. 

At tlie hospital all that science and 
unremitting attention could do was 
clone. A special nurse gave her un¬ 
divided attention to him, and nutri¬ 
ment was administered at frequent in¬ 
tervals, but the patient relapsed into 
insensibility. 

■Said Dr. Molin, the house surgeon, 
as Mahar drew his last breaths: 

“It is a clear case ofj starvation— 
nothing else. There are indications of 
Bright’s disease, due directly to expos¬ 
ure and lack of nourishment, but other¬ 
wise he has no ailment save exhaustion. 
In most cases it is impossible to save a 
patient when he is as far gone, as this 
one, although we pull them through 
sometimes. After being entirelywith¬ 
out food for eight days, tlie organs are 
unable to assimilate even milk and 
whisky, which we generally use.” 

Mahar was 35 years old and was sin¬ 
gle. He was 6 feet tall and dark hair 
find bine eyes. He had no relatives in 
the city. He stopped with a family 
named ' Maloy, on State street, -Brook¬ 
lyn, for some time, butfor a week or 
two had been wandgrlng. .

Of all the free coinage, greenback, 
subtreasury, or other inflation methods 
ever proposed, the Baltimore-Carlisle- 
Springer plan is the most cold blooded 
murderous proposition ever published. 

The bankers who have howled them¬ 
selves hoarse against inflation, now 
propose to inflate the currency with 
water. 

Talk about class legislation,paternal¬ 
ism and rag baby money! Fifty thou¬ 
sand bankers want to control the 
volume of money for seventy million 
people. They want the government 
to give them money, because 
they already have money. They 
want the government to guaran¬ 
tee their notes for 30 per cent 
and confidence. It is an exhaustive 
plan—that is, a plan to exhaust every¬ 
thing but the bankers. 

Secretary Carlisle endorses it; Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland recommends it, and 
Wall street is bidding for it—a bill 
has been introduced and is being re¬ 
vised and discussed day and night for 
the benefit of the bankers. 

It is proposed to eliminate the green¬ 
backs from our circulation by “redeem¬ 
ing” and destroying them. This means 
more bonds to buy more gold to do tlie 
redeeming—therefore the bond sharks 
like it. 

The plan will practically demonetize 
silver—therefore England is satisfied. 

Altogether it is the most satisfac¬ 
tory scheme that the money brokers 
and mortgage fiends of the world ever 
invented for enlargement of the slave 
trade. 

The principle objections made to the 
United States notes are that they cir¬ 
culate as currency, that they are re¬ 
issued after being “redeemed,” and 
that they tend to over rule silver as 
“compared with the standard unit of 
value in this and other principal com¬ 
mercial counties.” 

Then for the “encouragement of 
foreign capital” this is great. As 
foreign capitalists already control our 
banks, railroads and protected factor¬ 
ies, own 300,000,000 acres of our lands 
and hold a mortgage on the balance, 
let us oncourage them to renewed 
effort by giving their banks the pow¬ 
ers of congress to regulate the value 
ofjH&ney. 

What the devil do we caro whether 
there is any money for people at home 
to carry on business? The importers, 
exporters and brokers want money that 
will settle balances with Europe. That 
requires gold—but they will be mag¬ 
nanimous at home - Ail they ' want of 
America is the land and what it pro¬ 
duces. This will leave the people free 
air. They ought to be thankful for 
that. 

In order to maintain tt>o trade re¬ 
lations of a few exporters and import¬ 
ers with other countries, it is recom¬ 
mended by Messrs. Carlisle, Springer, 
Cleveland and the bankers that %ve 
should maintain a gold standard. It 
was John J. Ingalls who said that the 
internal commerce of the Mississippi 
valley is greater than all the foreign 
commerce of all the nations on tlie 
globe combined”—and for oheffe, he told 
the truth-—yet, these cormorants would 
throttle the internal commerce of 
America for the benefit of a few rich 
traders, who have accumulated enough 
money to pay for legislation 
in their favor. A gold standard 
means low prices in America—and that 
is where we live. The proposed bank 
money might supply the deficiency of 
circulating medium, if it were not 
quite so infernally flexible. It would 
be entirely under the control of the 
bankers—and nobody but a fool 
believes that bankers and money- 
loaners want an inflation of. money 
except temporarily. They are in¬ 
terested in having money scarce when 
pay day comes;—thus they get more 
acres of land, Kushels of wheat, more 
corn, cotton, h.Pgs or horses, than the 
same amount of money would have 
purchased when they made tire loan. 

The money loaners never help to 
-put "down emergencies without good 
pay The Baltimore plan would en¬ 
able them to create a panic every 
harvest time. • _

Washington, ... C., Jan. 5 .— 
[Special.]—Mr. J. W. Shockers, 
who was ptirate secretary lor Sal¬ 
mon F. Chase during all the war 
period, has created quite a sensa¬ 
tion in Washington by making- 
public the secrets 1 ef the National 
batik conspiracy to produce a pan¬ 
ic and secure tho repeal of tlie 
Sherman act. He gees into the 
minutiie of the whole affair and 
gives the names, dates and places. 

An attempt was made at the 
laBt session of the 52nd congress 
to pass a refunding bond bill, and 
Villard and Don Dickson were sent 
to Washington to push the matter. 
Sherman introduced such a bill 
but tho effort failed. It was then 
resolved, says Mr. Shuckers, to 
force tho passage of the bill by 
wrecking the fortunes of tens of 
thousands of business men and 
throwing 3,000,009 of men, women 
and young people out of work, with 
all the sorrows and disaster w hich 
that implied. 

He claims that the conspiracy 
was composed of only thirteen men: 
Grover Cleveland, John G Carlisle, 
Ass’t-Treas. Jordan, Ckas J. Canda 
and nine National Bank presidents, 
viz.: Henry W. Cararon, Chase 
National Bank; Edward H. Per¬ 
kins, Importers and Trader's Na¬ 
tional ; Geo. S. Coe, American Ex¬ 
change National; James T. Wood¬ 
ward, Hanover National; Br nylon 
Itcs, Western National; W. W. 
Sherman, National Bank of Com¬ 
merce ; George C. Williams, Chem¬ 
ical National^ and Frederick Tap- 
pen, Gallatin National. 

There were nine different confer¬ 
ences h*‘ld before the final details 
were arranged, and Mr. Shuckers 
give* the dates, places and the 
names of parties in attendance. 
The most important of these was 
die meeting held at the private res¬ 
idence of the president of the 
Chemical bank, at which all of the 
above named were present except 
Cleveland, and Carlisle was his di¬ 
rect representative. This meeting 
was held April 27, 1893. 

At this meeting it was resolved 
to bring on aerash by a universal 
refusal to renew loans. The bank¬ 
er# left til* William residence, 
rushed to the telegraph offices and 
wired orders to every part of the 
Un:t«d States to stop loans and 
then the crash came. Within 
twelve days after this meeting, 
banks and business houses in every 
part of the United States were fail- 
ing. 

Nothing, for years, has made a 
profouiider sensation than these 
revelations of Mr. Shuckers. They 
bear the impress of truth. 


Times May Not Grow Better 
For 1895.

“There is no promise or sign of 
better times for the coming year, 
we may look in vain for any perma¬ 
nent improvement in general busi¬ 
ness. There is no evidence that we 
are at tho lowest point of depres¬ 
sion. There is no property except 
gold which is not depreciating. 
Prices aro not so low but what they 
can go lower. There is not in view 
a single prospective happening to 
advance prices exeept very short 
erops of grain and cotton in 1895. 
An average crop of grain in this 
country this year with fair crops 
abroad will send the price of wheat 
at Chicago, alter the next harvest, 
down to forty cents per bushel. 
Prices for corn next fall will de¬ 
cline to twenty-five cents.-—Mont¬ 
gomery Journal.

•The legislature 


rein sect to ap¬ 
propriate any amount for the in¬ 
augural expenses of Wm, C. Oates, 
yet the committee wcDt ahead and 
.contracted a debt of 100 dollars; 
and what were the items of ex¬ 
pense? Forty dollars for the use 
jot eight carriages about two hpurs, 
;and sixty dollars for a band to 
make music for about two hours, 
to drown the voice of conscience as 
it arose in the hearts of men who 
^vere about to take an oath and 
draw the salary of an office to 
which they were never elected. 


Quite a number of the owners 
of the cotton mills in the north are 
making arrangements to build fac¬ 
tories in the south. We think this 
is a move in the right direction ; 
there is no question but cotton 
yarn and cotton goods can he man¬ 
ufactured cheaper here than else¬ 
where. We have delightful cli¬ 
mate, and there will be a great sav¬ 
ing in freight both ways. When 
the cotton raised in the south is 
manufactured here there will he 
more work for laborers, a better 
market for farmers for their pro¬ 
duce; for the operatives in the fac¬ 
tories are mostly consumers. We 
hope, the- day is not far dis¬ 
tant when every Southern State 
will have sufficient cotton mills lo¬ 
cated within her horders to spin 
every pound of cotton raised, then 
with a sufficient circulating medi¬ 
um, an era of prosperity will set in 
that will make us the most contend¬ 
ed and happy people in the world. 


A number of southern bankers in 
reply to a circular letter sent out 
by The Baltimore Manufacturers’ 
Keeord give glowing accounts of 
what cotton mills have done in 
their section. 

These bankers say that cotton 
mills are building up their towns, 
making bnsincss better, and giving 
the farmers more profitable home 
markets. The reports from every 
northern state show that the mills 
pay T good dividends. Mr. George 
W. Parrott mentions an Atlanta 
mill which has paid an average 
dividend of 15 per cent per annum 
[or the past ten years; Colonel,R. 
F. Maddox says that he believes 
the business is more profitable than 
any other at the present time and 
Mr, W. S. Witham thinks that a 
well-managed mill with a fair work¬ 
ing capital will net from 25 to 35 
per cent. He knows of one which 
earned 46 per cent net in 1891, the 
year he was interested in its show¬ 
ing. 

The nice things the bankers say 
about cotton mills in the south 
would fill a small volume.—Consti¬ 
tution, 


He said before the hanking and 
currency committee of the house 
in 1894: 

“When the national banking sys¬ 
tem was originally authorized it 
waB regarded by many as a doubt¬ 
ful experiyient at best, and, accord¬ 
ingly, various precautionary re¬ 
strictions and limitations were im¬ 
posed far the security of the note¬ 
holders and depositors which prac¬ 
tical experience has since shown to 
be unnecessary, and sometimes 
harmful. Among these arc the 
requirments that bonds shall be de¬ 
posited to secure 90 per cent of 
their par value in circulating notes, 
and that a fixed reserve, which can¬ 
not be lawfully diminished, shall 
be held on account of deposits. 
The consequence of this last re¬ 
quirement is that when a bank 
stands most in need of all its re¬ 
sources it cannot use them without 
violating the law. The necessity’ 
for holding a sufficient reserve 
against deposits is not questioned, 
and, in fact, the business of receiv¬ 
ing deposits and discounting paper 
ought never to be conducted with¬ 
out it, hut it should be held for 
actual use when the occasion arises, 
and not made legally inaccessible 
at the very time when it was theor¬ 
etically supposed to be beneficial in 
sustaining the credit of the bank 
and affording relief to its custom¬ 
ers. Under the present law, when j 
a bank finds its reserve in danger 
of reduction below the legal re¬ 
quirement, on account of the de¬ 
mands of its depositors, it is com¬ 
pelled at once to call in its loans, 
thereby increasing the distrust and 
aggravating the situation which n 
judicious use of the reserve would 
have relieved; and besides, at such 
times, in order to protect tho re¬ 
serve, which is then entirely use¬ 
less for all practical purposes, 
clearing-house certificates, various 
forms of time-checks and bills and 
other devices of doubtful legality, 
arc habitually resorted to for the 
purpose of supplying circulation to 
take the place of lawful money ly¬ 
ing idle in the vaults of the banks. 
To provide for a reserve which can¬ 
not be untilized even at a time of 
the greatest stringency and dis¬ 
trust without incurring the penal¬ 
ties of forfeiture, affords a most 
striking illustration of the impoli¬ 
cy of legislative interference with 
the natural laws of trade and fi¬ 
nance.”

Twenty-Third Day. — A resolution 
from the committee on rules, directing 
the incorporation in the sundry civil 
service bill of a'paragraph transferring 
the military prison at Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, Kansas, to the department of 
justice, was agreed to.— The house 
went into committee of the whole ou 
the currency bill, and discussed it until 
5 o’clock when a recess was taken. 
The'evening session.was devoted to the 
reading of a codification of the pension 
laws, and at 9:10 the house adjourned. 


Twenty-Fourth Day.— The . confer¬ 
ence report on the military, academy 
appropriation was agreed to. Mr. Onth- 
waite, from the committee *m rules, 
reported a resolution to govern the con¬ 
sideration of the currency bill and pro¬ 
vide for voting on it immediately after 
the morning hour on Saturday. Lost, 
yeas 134, nays 130. Air. Outhwaite 
then withdrew the resolution.—The 
diplomatic and consular and the post 
office appropritiatiou bills were taken 
up and passed. The establishment oi 
consulships at Erzeroom and Harpool, 
in Asiatic Turkey, was provided for.— 
The committefe -on public buildings and 
grounds ordered a favorable report ou 
a bill granting to the city of Charlotte, 
N. C., for use as a public park, 
such part of the United States mint 
property-in that city as is not necessary 
for the purpose for which it was pur¬ 
chased.*— In the vote on the resolution 
lrom the committee on rules, providing 
for a vote on the currency bill on Sat¬ 
urday, parties divided as follows : 
Ayes, democrats 123, republican 1, 
nays, democrats 41, republicans 83 
populists 7. 

Twenty-Fifth Day. —A resolution 
asking the secretary of the interior 
why the agreement with the Kickapoo 
Indians for the cession of lauds in 
-Oklahoma, made in 1891 and ratified 
by congress in 1893, bad not been car¬ 
ried into effect, was agreed to.^—The 
following bills were passed: House 
bill to define the crimes of murder in 
the first and second degrees, man¬ 
slaughter, mutiny, and desertion, and 
to abolish the death penalty for cer¬ 
tain other crimes ; senate bill to amend 
the shipping laws so as to abolish the 
requirement of bonds for the registry 
of vessels ; house bill authorizing col¬ 
lectors of customs to add to the certifi¬ 
cates of inspection of American vessels 
the gross and net tonnage as ascer¬ 
tained in conformity with the law and 
practices of foreign countries with 
which the vessels trade. Thirteen pri¬ 
vate pension bills were also passed.— 
Air. Springer endeavored to secure the 
passage by unanimous consent of the 
senate bill granting a pension of $100 
a month to Alaj.-Gen. John A. McClear- 
nand of Illinois,' but Air. Strong, 
republican, of Ohio, objected.—Alost 
of the afternoon was spent in consider¬ 
ation of the District of Columbia ap¬ 
propriation bill for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, the last of the general 
•-.ppropriation bills on the calendar. It 
carries a total of $5,190,187, besides 
$201,919 on account o.f the water in the 
war department. The house at 4:15 
o’clock adjourned until to-morrow. 

Twenty-Sixth Day. —A number of 
bridge bills and private bills were 
passed.—A bill amending the act of 
1890, relating to shipping commission¬ 
ers, was passed. A night session was 
held for the consideration of private 
pension bills. 

• Twenty-Seventh Day.— Air. Hatch, 
ihainuan of the committee on agricul¬ 
ture, called up a bill to extend the 
provisions of the Wilson original pack¬ 
age' liquor law to oleomargarine in 
original packages, and vainly tried to 
have the previous question ordered on 
it. Pending consideration of the bill 
the morning hour expired and it went 
over.—The bill to codify the pension 
laws was passed.—Business was sus¬ 
pended at 2 o’clock to hear eulogies on 
the late representative George B. Shaw, 
of Wisconsin, and at 3:35 the house 
adjourned.

Contributions Asked For. 50,000 
People Destitute. 

I. N. Coleman and J. G. Riley, hav¬ 
ing presented credentials as represent¬ 
ing the miners of sub-district No. 1, 
composed of the counties of Perry, 
Athens, Stocking and Aluskingum, 
Ohio, called upon Governor AIcKinley 
Tuesday morning and presented a pe¬ 
tition, picturing the destitution among 
the 10,000 miners there, 6000 of whom 
have had no work for months, and 
asking the governor to appeal to the 
people of the state for aid. The com¬ 
mittee was given a respecful hearing 
by the governor, who exhibited consid¬ 
erable emotion over the sufferings 
portrayed. 

The result of the conference is that a 
call will be issued to the people asking 
for contributions, and a committee of 
respectable citizens in different parts 
of the state will be designated to re¬ 
ceive and disbux-se the moneys, cloth¬ 
ing, etc., received. There are 50,009 
destitute people in the district, who 
are without food or fuel. The wages 
paid at the best mines do not average 
$1 a day and the work is so divided 
that'the men can scarcely make $3 a 
week, and it takes mores than that to 
keep their families. The papers will 
also appeal to the people.

THE NEW YEAR’S TRADE,, 


Shows no Material Change from that 
of the Old, 


STOCKS ARE ' ACCUMULATING. 


But Iron Industries are Doing Vastly 
Better tliah a-Year ago. Yet Con¬ 
sumption Js Sliort of Expectation 
Money Still Accumulating 
Commercial Centers.

R. G. Dun & Co.’s-weekly review of 
trade. Neither, the beginning of the 
new year nor .the currency bill has 
brought aDy material change to busi¬ 
ness as yet. The idea that business 
would suddenly take a new start after 
the holidays had rather less foundation 
.evedi than usual, but the hope of a 
strong revival a little later is still 
cherished by many. The currency 
bill, with its possibilities of vicious 
amendments, was a source of apprehen¬ 
sion to some, but with this out of the 
way the deficiency of the treasury re¬ 
ceipts remains and exports of gold do 
not cease. There has not been much 
time for change in the industries, but 
differences observed since the new 
year began are not in the direction of 
higher prices or larger demand. There 
are more indications than of late that 
stocks of different kinds of goods have 
been accumulating in consequence of 
tho past increase in production. The 
weekly output of pig iron January 1, 
reckoning in some furnaces only tem¬ 
porarily out of blast for the holidays 
for repairs, was .168,414 tons, against 
168,762 December 1, showing practically 
no change. But stocks of unsold pig 
increased during the . month about 
20,000 tons. 

In any case the industry is doing 
vastly better than a year ago, when 
the output was less than 100,000 tons, 
but indications of excess of production 
over demand are found in further weak¬ 
ness of prices. Bessemer pig sells at 
$11.80 at Philadelphia and steel billets 
at $16, gray forge at $9.15 at Pittsburg, 
wire nails at 83% cents and barbed wire 
at $1.85. Other prices are moving as 
before about the lowest on record. 
Low prices at Pittsburg have checked 
business at the west, and are attributed 
by some to the idea of purchasers that 
the recent reductions in wages and 
cost of materials must be followed by 
still lower prices. But the main fact 
is that consumption is below expecta¬ 
tions. 

There is more money coming in from 
the interior and the business of the 
country does not yet afford larger use 
it, so that no gain appears in commer¬ 
cial loans. It is a most significant fact 
that money still comes to this center 
largely during tho first two weeks of 
January. Failures for the first three 
days of the year were rather large, as 
is natural, with liabilities of $1,622,203, 
of which $266,331 were of manufactur¬ 
ing and $1,347,272 of trading concerns. 
Failures thisj week are 420 in the 
United States, aganist 474 last year, 
fiifty-four in Canada, against fifty- 
seven last year..

Talks About the Big and Burley Buf- 
falonlan Bullhead, Old Hickory Jack- 
eon, Democratic Prospects, Jefferson¬ 
ian Simplicity and Pandemonium.

Adlai Stevenson, a Sucker kinsman of 
mine, has been trundling about over 
the country in all the ‘Jeffersonian 
simplicity’ of a deadhead private car, 
expatiating in Kaukaskian or Kanka- 
lcean high English on ‘the glorious 
principles of the grand old democratic 
party.’

The extortionate rates of railroads 
in California have compelled the peo¬ 
ple of that state to go back to the old 
system of freighting with teams. Hear 
what a California exchange says and 
ask yourself if it is not time for gov¬ 
ernment ownership of railroads: 

“Seropion Bros., commission mer¬ 
chants of Fresno, Cal., and C. A. Camp¬ 
bell, who has hauled freight for nearly 
twenty years on the western slopes of 
the Sierras, have hit upon a plan by 
which they hope to be independent of 
the Southern Pacific railroad and its 
enormous freight charges. Campbell 
left Fresno on Thursday with ten mule 
teams and two wagons loaded with 
about ten tons of dried figs bound for 
San Francisco, a distance of 313 miles, 
lie expects to reach here by Nov. 24, 
and a return load is waiting for him. 
Campbell is confident that he will 
make a fair profit out of his venture, 
while the Seropion Bros, say they will 
save 12 cents per 100 pounds on ear 
load lots, and 38 cents per 100 on less 
than a carload. Shippers throughout 
the San Joaquin valley are watching 
the experiment with intense interest, 
and if it proves a success hundreds of 
wagons and men and thousands of 
mules and horses will he employed in 
the freighting business once more.” 


A treasury note is the people’s dol¬ 
lar, which they—the people—pledge 
themselves to redeem not alone in gold 
or silver, but in anything they have. 
The bankers’ note is a so called dollar 
which the hankers promise to redeem 
in what they have not got, and give 
the people for security. 



WORK OF CONFERENCE 


RINGING ADDRESS ISSUED BY 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


An Invitation for All Good Citizens to 
Unite and Rescue the Government 
From the Control of Monopolies — 
Time to Act. 


The People’s party conference called 
to meet in St. Louis Dec. 28 and 29, 
was well attended. The call for a 
meeting of the national committee in¬ 
cluded an invitation to members of the 
Reform Press and others who felt dis¬ 
posed to confer with the committee. 
When the meeting was called to order 
by Chairman Taubeneek about 300 
Populists were assembled to take part 
ia the proceedings. The result of the 
meeting was the issuing of an address 
setting forth the situation and urging 
the necessity of keeping up the fight 
against the encroachments of organized 
monopolies, The following is a full 
text of the address: 

“The national committee of the 
People’s party sends greetings to its 
constituency throughout the United 
States; 

“The rapid increase of our vote in 
many parts of the Union and the start¬ 
ling events of the past two years vivid¬ 
ly justify both the existence and neces¬ 
sity for the People’s party. ‘The con¬ 
tention of the party that one of the 
great needs of the country has been 
and is an enlarged volume of circulat. 
ing medium, is now practically con¬ 
ceded by all parties, and by the gov¬ 
ernment. The gold power and hank¬ 
ing interests are insisting through the 
President and his secretary of the 
treasury that the enlarged issue of our 
currency supply shall he given exclu¬ 
sively into the hands of the banks; 
that silver shall be excluded, all treas¬ 
ury notes retired and that gold alone 
shall be theTegal tender, thus making 
the monetary question an issue which 
must be met at once. 

“Within the present year, the cor¬ 
porations, grown arrogant because of 
the vast-possessions of wealth and the 
exercise of unconstitutional powers, 
have made war upon the people, and 
induced the federal courts to exercise 
in their interests unusual and arbitrary 
powers, induced the invasion of the 
states by federal troops, without the 
request of either of the executives of 
said States, or the legislatures thereof, 
and are at this time, through a re¬ 
creant administration and a truculent 
congress, attempting to clothe the rail¬ 
road corporations by means of a pool¬ 
ing bill with power to further and 
more systematically rob, oppress and 
plunder the people; and having already 
deprived the people of access to the 
silver mines of the country as an in¬ 
dependent source of money supply,are 
now, in the interest of a banking 
oligarchy, endeavoring to deprive 
them of the right to have their gov¬ 
ernment, in the exercise of its con¬ 
stitutional power, to issue the money 
of the nation and control its volume. 

“In the opinion of your committee 
these events are startling, subversive 
of the liberties of the citizen, and de¬ 
structive of business and social se¬ 
curity; and adhering to the Omaha 
platform in all its integrity, your com¬ 
mittee insists upon the restoration of 
the coinage of gold and silver as it ex¬ 
isted prior to 1S73—at the rate of 10 to 
1—without regard to the action of any 
other nation, and that all paper money 
shall be issued by the general govern¬ 
ment, without the intervention of 
hanks of issue, the same to be a full 
legal tender. 

“We also declare our implacable hos¬ 
tility to the further issue of interest, 
bearing bonds. 

“We denounce the pooling bill as a 
move toward completing the monoply 
of transportation, and demand that in¬ 
stead congress proceed to bring the 
the railroads under the government 
ownership. 

“The power given congress by the 
constitution to provide for calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of 
the Union, to surppress insurrections, 
to repel invasions, does not warrant 
the government in making use of a 
standing army in aiding monopolies in 
the oppression of the public and their 
employes. When free men unsheath 
the sword, it should be to strike for 
liberty, not for despotism or to uphold 
privileged monopolies in the oppression 
of the poor. 

“We ask the people to forget all past 
political differences and unite with us 



in the common purpose to rescue the 
government from the control of mon¬ 
opolists and concentrated wealth, to 
limit the powers of perpetuation by 
curtailing their privileges, and to se¬ 
cure the rights of free speech, a free 
press and trial by jury—all rules, reg¬ 
ulations and judicial dietatin deroga¬ 
tion of either of the which are arbi¬ 
trary, unconstitional and not to be 
tolerated by free people. 

“We recommend the immediate or¬ 
ganization of an educational cam¬ 
paign by the national, state and local 
committees.”

Gen. Field, ex-eandidate for vice- 
president on the People’s party ticket 
in 1892, came over from Virginia to 
help us with his counsel. 

Lee Crandall from Washington City 
and Alabama was good naturedly 
shaking hands with the hoys, and 
telling them how it was down in Ala¬ 
bama.

THE MORTGACE MILL. I 

Justice, Riglit anti Equity Disregarded 
by Plutocratic Judges. 

The following, from the Kansas 
Commoner, is worthy of careful read¬ 
ing and consideration: 

“And still the mortgage mill is swift¬ 
ly and surely grinding out its grist 
and rendering the people homeless and 
in debt. 

The foreclosure of a mortgage is a 
proceeding in equity, yet the District 
court seldom exercises their equity 
powers in these eases. Doubtless many 
judges would do so, were it not that 
their hands are tied by a decision of 
the plutocratic, monopolistic and cor¬ 
poration sympathizing Supreme court 
of the state, which declares that when¬ 
ever a sheriff sells a piece of property 
under the hammer no matter 
what the bid, the sale shall not be 
held invalid on account of inade¬ 
quacy of price. A farm worth $5,000 
may be sold for $10, the sale confirmed 
and the District court would have no 
say as to whether it was just, right or 
equitable, to lot valuable property go 
for little or nothing and leave a judg¬ 
ment to hang over a debtor, so as to 
forever keep him crushed to earth. 

The Populist judges, McKay and 
Bashore, however, do exercise their 
equity powers when it comes to con¬ 
firming these sheriff sales of mortgaged 
property, and whenever the property 
is reasonably worth the face of the 
mortgage that they refuse- to confirm 
any of these sales unless the mort¬ 
gagee will cancel the debt and free the 
debtoi-. This is justice, right and 
equity. But Shyloek is displeased 
with this kind of work and has taken 
several cases up to the Supreme court 
and expects that august (?) body will re¬ 
verse the judgments of these equitable 
district judges in favor of the confisca¬ 
tion and redemption policy practiced 
by the majority of the District courts. 

The people, however, wanted a 
money shark usury taker, and a man 
who cared more for the affairs of New 
York city than for Kansas, for gov¬ 
ernor,and a plutocratic corporation at¬ 
torney, who rendered the decision 
above referred to, for judges on the 
Supreme bench, and they may now 
take the consequences, and ought not 
to murmur. They have practically 
said to the Shyloek powers that con¬ 
trol, “Foreclose our mortgages; drive 
us from our homes; confiscate our 
property; repudiate all the hard 
earnings we have put into them to im¬ 
prove and build them up, and thou 0 
railroad, take all that we can earn 
above the bare necessities of existence.’ 

It seems as if the prayer of David 
against his enemies, in the 109th psalm 
had been repeated by Shyloek against' 
the debtor of the land, which prayer 
is being answered to the letter. 

Set thou a wicked man over him, 
and let Satan stand at his right hand. 

When he shall be adjudged, let him 
be condemned; and let his prayer be¬ 
come sin. 

Let his days be few, and let another 
take his office. 

Let his children be fatherless and his 
wife a widow. 

Let his children be continually vag¬ 
abonds and beg; let them seek bread 
out of their desolate places. 

Let the extortioner catch all that he 
hath; and let the stranger spoil his 
labor. 

Let there be none to extend meroy 
unto him; neither let there beany favor 
to his fatherless children. 

Let his posterity be cut off; and in 
the generations following, let their 
names be blotted out. 


DEMOCRATS CAN LEARN 

From Foreigners W tint They Will Not 
Listen to at Home. 

Harvey Johnson, the United States 
consul at Antwerp, has returned for 
the holidays to Atlanta. lie is par¬ 
ticularly enthusiastic about the sav¬ 
ings banks and railroads of Belgium, 
both of which are owned and man¬ 
aged by the government. “Every 
man,” says Mr. Johnson, “however 
small his salary or meager his daily 
earnings, manages to save something 
each moDth. This is brought about 
by the postal saving system which is 
under the control of the government. 
In every postoffice a window is set 
apart for this purpose, and between the 
hours of 5 and 6 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon a stream of working people may 
be seen at the window, with their bank 
book in their hands, ready to make 
their little deposits. As a banking in¬ 
stitution the government is absolutely 
safe and the savings deposited are 
rarely drawn out except in eases of 
sickness or emergency. At the expira¬ 
tion of thirty days the government al- 
o ws the depositors 2 per cent on tho 
money deposited. 

“I was specially impressed with tho 
railroad facilities of Belgium. I do not 
wish to be understood as favoring 
government ownership of railroads, 
but the system of transportation 
throughout the country is absolutely 
free from inconvenience or flaws 
of any kind. The system is cheap, 
safe and reliable. Two or more 
tracks traverse the entire country; 
the railroads of Belgium are all oper¬ 
ated by the government.”

Newton says that 
in his opinion it is “a coagulated unct¬ 
uous substance, probably of vegotable 
origin.” Haynes and Faure are both 
of the opinion that no diamond was 
ever formed on or within the surface 
of our earth, and that all such gemf 
are brought to this plant by meteoric 
stones from some far-away world. Sir 
David Brewster, the eminent British 
philosopher (born 1781, died in 1^868), 
entertained ideas concerning the dia¬ 
mond’s origin, which, while similar to 
those of Newton, were different in 
some respects. In his estimation such 
gems were once masses of gum, ex¬ 
uded from certain species of extinct 
trees or plants, which had subsequent¬ 
ly “petrified” and assumed the crys¬ 
talline form! According to Dana, 
the greatest living authority, they may 
have been produced by slow decompo¬ 
sition of vegetable or even animal mat¬ 
ter.—St. Louis Republic.

In Belgium government own¬ 
ership has halved fares and freights 
and doubled wages, while bringing 
in a revenue of $41,000,000 a year 
to the state. We pay three cents a 
mile when we ride, are annoyed by 
strikes and the state receives noth¬ 
ing. Do we want a “competing 
road” or a state road?—Tulare 
Valley Citizen. 

With the above facts staring 
them in the face, both the old par¬ 
ties are opposed to the government 
ownership of railroads, but when 
we say old parties, we mean the 
bosses, for they make the platforms 
and enunciate the policies. We 
believe that two-thirds of the vo¬ 
ters of this country are in favor of 
cheaper rates, and better wages for 
railroad employees, but they arc 
whipped into line by the party lash, 
and are made to believe that the 
salvation of the country depends 
upon sticking to party. As long 
as the voters arc influenced by 
love of party instead of love of 
home and native land, just so long- 
will they be slaves. 


The newspapers all over the 
country are roasting Sibley, the 
Pennsylvania Congressman, who 
made such an indecent and vicious 
attack on the President in a speech 
in the House on Wednesday.

These arc a few samples of incomes 
of America’s multi-millionaires—

Whence comes the money to pay 
these vast incomes. There can be 
but one answer, every dollar of 
these large incomes must be paid 
by the wealth producers of this 
country. Millions of hard working 
people toil from morning till night, 
living in hovels, while these mill¬ 
ionaires revel in luxury, and live 
like lords; and all brought about 
by the financial system in vogue in 
this country. 

MODERN BRIG-ANDS. 

Prof. Walker, of Yale College, 
in his work on political economy, 
says in regard to contraction of the 
currrney, that “when the process of 
contraction commences, the first 
class on which it falls are the mer¬ 
chants of the larger cities, they 
find it difficult to get money to pay 
their notes; tlie next class is tlie 
manufacturer, the sale of his goods 
at once falls off; laborers and me¬ 
chanics next fell the pressure, they 
are thrown out of employment; 
and, lastly, the farmer finds a dull 
sale for his produce; and all, un¬ 
suspicious of the real cause, have 
a vogue idea that their difficulties 
are owing to hard times.’ —Ex. 

Every wealth process in this 
country ought to read the above 
carefully and ponder over it. Prof. 
Walker was not a politician, but a 
Prof, in Yale College, and what he 
says ought to be carefully consid¬ 
ered by every thinking man, it 
makes no difference what party he

ble band of poverty—brought on 
by false and damnable legislation 
of our law makers.

When the wife and little babe cry 
from the pangs of hunger, then the 
mind of husband and father be¬ 
comes crazed; reason becomes de¬ 
throned, and he is no longer a rea¬ 
sonable human being, but a raven¬ 
ous tiger, seeking to devour every¬ 
thing that comes in its way. 

God help the poor and the home¬ 
less brought to that condition by 
no act of their own, but through a 
false, rotten and corrupt system of 
legislation. 

Our law-makers and legislators 
are standing upon the crest of a 
volcano that requires but a spark 
to ignite it. Let them beware of 
the eruption.—Lincolnton Home 
Journal.

Abraham Lin¬ 
coln to the Sunday schoolchildren 
of New York. It has often been 
said that if Abraham Lincoln lived 
to-day he would be a Populist. 
His words prove that he knew that 
age would corrupt the once great 
republican party. If be lived to¬ 
day he would reason that the best 
way to reform a bad party is to 
form a new one. It was Lincoln’s 
nvincible integrity of purpose to 
purify conditions tliatmadohim a 
republican. The only recorded re¬ 
mark he ever made on the money 
question was at a cabinet meeting 
in 1862. The gold power had been 
at work endeavoring to get another 
bond issue. He said : “If we is¬ 
sue $100,000,000 in bonds at 4 per 
cent and sell them to England, that 
means that we must send $4,000,- 
000 in gold to that country annu¬ 
ally to pay the interest.

WIND AND WAVE. 


Tlio Destruction to Life and Prop¬ 
erty Enormous. 

The schooner Justine foundered in 
Deception hay Washington. Sunday 
afternoon in a fierce gale. She and 
the entire crew, said to number fifteen 
tnen, went down. 

The French steamer Naise, trading 
between Marseilles, Franco, and Cette, 
foundered in Marseilles Roadstead 
Sunday night. Thirteen of the crew 
Were drowned. 

The brig James and Eleanor hal 
been wrecked near Southweia, Eng* 
laud. Three of the crew were lost 
and four saved. An unknown brig 
was wrecked near Humboi and all on 
board drowned. 

At Norfolk, Va., seventeen huudred 
bales of cotton have been taken out o( 
the British ship fllatidi and the fire 
has been entirely extinguished. Steam 
was used, thus saving a large amount 
of damage which would have resulted 
had lier hold been flooded with water. 
Captain liannan now awaits develop- 
ucn ts. 

The British steamer Rowan, which 
sailed from Huelva Decern ber 27, for 
Boole, foundered in the bay of Biscay. 
One ot her boats, containing four of 
her crew and the bodies of two other 
members of the ship's company, have 
been picked up, bnfc it is feared another 
of her Doats, in wmoh seven persons 
leu the ship, has been lost. 

At Port Townsend, Wash., an un¬ 
known vessels is believed to have foun¬ 
dered Saturday night during the gale 
near Port Wilson. Tlio Steamer Ro¬ 
salie reports seeing a large quantity of 
wreckage, including a large binnacle 
box, ship’s furniture, etc. The gale 
and heavy seas prevented any wreck¬ 
age being secured for identification. 
The gale is reported to have been the 
severest ever experienced in the straits. 

At St. Louis, the river is frozen solid 
from shore to shore, and steamboat 
trallio is blocked. Floating iee is piled 
in a gorge two miles above the citv, 
and snould the cold wave continue for 
several days it is feared considerable 
damage will be done to boats and levee 
property when the gorge breaks. 
jFortuuatoiy nearly all the valuable 
steamers were taken south before the 
cold wave set in. /

A PASSENGER TRAIN FIRED INTO. 


A Revenue Officer and His Prisoner

SOUTHERN. 


The Mayfield, Ky., steam laundry was 
completely destroyed by fire Saturday. 
The blaze was started by explosion of a 
gasoline stove. Miss Fannie Maleolme, 
an employe, was covered with the 
burning oil and fatally injured. Loss, 
$2,000; no insurance. 

The associated charities is doing a 
great work in relieving the poor of 
Knoxville, Tenn. Within the last two 
weeks 2,800people have been aided. 
This number represents 700 families 
and 80 per cent of the number are 
women. The want and destitution is 
terrible, but charity is doing a good 
work in relieving wants. 

A stranger dropped dead at Trinity, 
Texas, Saturday. Ou a fly leaf of a 
book taken from his pocket was writ¬ 
ten “Tom Keeper, Philadelphia,” 
which was the only mark ef identifica¬ 
tion found ou him. 

The body of James Lumberg, a fruit 
commission merchant of Philadelphia, 
was found floating in the St. Johns 
river, Fla., Monday morning. Lumberg 
came here December 25, for his health. 
He disappeared from his boarding 
house on December 29. When found, 
there was a gold watch in his pocket, 
$35 in cash and a railroad ticket to 
Washington, D. C. . He was a partner 
of Paul Polil, Commission Merchant. 

The sugar house and refinery of 
Joseph Meeker, near Lecompte, La., 
was entirely destroyed by fire Monday 
morning, the fire originated in a hot 
room, and tho entire building, which 
was a new one, was consumed, together 
with 2,000 barrels of sugar. The loss 
is $130,000; insurance $74,000, mostly 
northern and foreign companies. 


WESTERN. 

A special from Lima, O., says that 
ten cars and the storage building of the 
Lima Electric railway Burned Satur- 
daj . Loss, $20,000; fully insured. 

Kaukanna, Wis., was visited by u 
$35,000 fire Saturday morning that cut 
a big swath in the bussiness blocks of 
Second street. The Lindaner, Falaek 
and Ruperts, three blocks, were de 
stroyed, together with considerable 
of tlio contents. 

Pearl M. Blount, tho 14-year-old 
daughter of J. J. Blount, a well known 
traveling man of Topeka, Kan., was 
seized by two men on a side street last 
Friday, bound and gagged, placed in an 
express wagon and taken to an unfre¬ 
quented part of the city, where her 
captors after looking at her closely 
released her, declaring that she was 
tho wrong girl. The police are mak¬ 
ing an investigation. 

Burglars blew open the safe of Koy- 
lcr & Hardin, at Siloam Springs, Mo., 
Friday night, secured $230 and escaped. 
Officers are in pursuit. 

Unknown men Saturday night rode 
up to the door of H. N. Voss, fifteen 
miles southwest of Camden, Ark.,, and 
ordered Voss to throw up his hands. 
Voss dodged back into the house as the 
men fired with double barreled shot 
guns. Mrs. Voss and her little son, 
who were standing- in the doorway 
were riddled with buckshot. Both arc 
in a critical condition. The party is 
supposed to have been hunting for 
train robbers. 

BarnosviUe, 0., had a destructive fire 
Saturday night. The Enterprise print¬ 
ing office, eight stores, two private 
offices, a residence and restaurant 
were burned. The loss will reach 
$100,000, with some insurance. 

On Saturday night last the express 
car on a passenger train near Ot¬ 
tumwa, la., was entered by two 
theives, who terrorized the passenger 
liis assistant, the baggage man and the 
postal cleric by holding pistols on them 
until one of them gagged and bound 
the four. They then, having taken 
the keys from the messenger’s pocket, 
unlocked the safe and transferred its 
contents to a bag, and when the train 
stopped at the Milwaukee crossing 
leaped oil with their booty and fled 
across tho Dos Moines river. They 
got little of value. 

Two distinct earthquake shocks 
were felt at l’riucctov.'ii, ind., Sunday 
night. Further reports show that 
earthquake shocks were felt at Owens- 
ville, T’atolca, Hazel ton, Oakland City 
and other points in the country. At 
Patolca tho shock was severe, shaking 
dishes and other articles from shelves 
and damaging plastering on the walls. 
A report comes from Union, a small 
town twelves miles from this city, that 
tho shock was severe and did much 
damage to houses especially brick 
ones. 

At Wilcox, Nob., State Bank Exam¬ 
iner James A. Cline took possession of 
the bank of Wilcox Monday. The bank 
has a capital of $75,000 and is owned 
by Eastern capitalists. It is thought 
the depositors will bo paid in full. 

EASTERN. 

Five people were injured in the 
collapse of a four-story .building, at 
118 West Twenty-sixth street New 
York, Saturday afternoon. Tho in¬ 
jured men are carpenters, who were 
at work on the building. They are : 
Sam Hynau, John Glennan, William 
Simkcn, James Golden and Sam Ljvan. 
None of the men were fatally hurt. 
Tho collapsed building was an old- 
fanbionod residence. It was in course 
of alteration to the form of a modern 
house. 


A Detective Murdered. 

J Thomas Jarret, a young merchant, 
and member of a detective agency at 
Columbus, Ga., about 6:30 Monday 
evening, was shot and killed by two 
negroes who l^e had detected in the 
act of stealing from a grocery store 
and attempt^! to arrest. Thomas was 
23 years of aq -e and married.

M. CASIMER-PERIER, 

President of the Republic of France, 
Resigns. 

A special from Paris says : M. Cas- 
imir-Perier has resigned the office of 
president of France. He announced 
his resignation Tuesday evening at a 
specially summoned meeting of the 
cabinet, having previously told M. 
Challemei-Lacour, the president of the 
senate, of his inability to solve tho 
problem by the resignation of Premier 
Dupuy. 

The news of the president’s resigna¬ 
tion spread like wildfire throughout 
Paris, and was received everywhere 
with consternation, amounting almost 
to paralysis. In the newspaper offices 
the first report was considered absurd, 
but was soon confirmed. Almost 
simultaneously crowds began gather¬ 
ing in front of the newspaper offices 
and in the public places inquiring for 
further particulars and discussing the 
situation. The official communication 
written by M. Casimer-Perier was made 
public before midnight, and is as fol¬ 
lows : 

“The president of the republic has 
taken a resolution to his official 
functions. Monday’s proceedings in 
view of the chamber of deputies are, 
inb 5 ® eyes, but secondary incidents 
of the struggle begun against 
parliamentary regime and ptiblic lib¬ 
erty. He had hoped that the president 
of the republic, being unprovided with 
means of action, would remain outside 
the lines of party struggles and that 
the politioal confidence of all parties 
w*uId give him the necessary force 
atKl authority. He had hoped that 
those who, in spite of himself, had 
placed him in a position where he can¬ 
not defend himself would undertake 
the defense of the first magistrate of 
Hie state. He has requested the min¬ 
isters to withdraw their resignations 
provisionally, in order to assure the 
regular transmission of hie powers to 
his successor. 

“Monsieur Charles Dupuy, president 
of the council, has informed the presi¬ 
dent and the chamber of deputies of 
the decision of the president of the 
republic, and they are going to con¬ 
voke narliament with urgenoy.” 

On Thursday M. Francois Felix 
Faure, member of the chamber of 
deputies for Seine-Inferiure, was 
elected president of the French repub¬ 
lic to succeed M. Casimir-Perier, who 

resigned Tuesday. ___ 

HON. JAMES TAYLOR JONES. 

The Patriot Soldier and Learned 

Jurist Passes Over the River, 

James Taylor Jones, judge of the 
first judicial circuit, of Alabama died 
of consumption at bis home in 
Demopolis Tuesday morning. Judge 
Jones was born in Richmond, Va., 
in 1832. His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Jones, moved to Alabama 
two years after his birth and 
settled near Linden, Marengo county. 
Here he grew up and, after graduating 
from Princeton college and from the 
law department of the University of 
Virginia, entered the practice of law 
at Demopolis. When the war came ot, 
he was among the first to volunteer in 
the fourth Alabama regiment, was 
afterwards made-captain of his compa¬ 
ny and led it through the campaigns 
and battles of the army of Northern 
Virginia, lie was wounded in the 
battle of “The Wilderness. He was 
a member of the constitutional 
conventions of 1866, elected stato 
senator in 1870, was a member of 
the 45th, 46th, 48th and 49th con¬ 
gress, and was elected judge of the 
first judicial circuit in L89J.

Uncle Ham’s lnsocctor Finds Many 
Cases of Arms. 

Special United States Inspector An¬ 
derson of JacKsonville. Fla., went over 
lo Fernandina Monday and searched 
the warehouse of N. B. Borden & Co., 
to wnom the yatcli Legouda, now un¬ 
der detention was consigned. lie 
found 150 cases ol’arms and ammuni¬ 
tion in the warehouse. The bay was 
dredged in the neighborhood of the 
suspected filibustering yatcli, Lagonda, 
and three eases ot guus were brought 
to tnc surface. While Borden & Co., 
endeavor to treat the affair as trivial, 
they have engaged the services of 
Baker -t Drew, the most prominent 
law firm in Fernandina, to look after 
their interest. 

Mirandi and Martell, who pretended 
lo leave Jacksonville for Fernandina, 
are still suspected of being in hiding 
in the house of a Cuban patriot sym¬ 
pathizer. Two houses are being 
watched by United States marshals, 
with instructions to detain them if 
they attempt to leave and it is rumored 
among the Cubans in Jacksonville 
that Marti, the leader of the insurrec¬ 
tionary movement, is in Savanah.

At Homestead, Pa., there was great 
excitement in the Carnegie, steel works 
plant Monday morning and much dis¬ 
satisfaction among the men. Superin¬ 
tendent Schwab called about twenty 
of the most prominent workmen to 
his office and asked why thqy had 
attended Sunday’s meeting. Their an¬ 
swer being in the main unsatisfactory 
they were discharged. The company 
it seems, had detectives at the meet 
ing, and the workmen are greatly 
exercised, not knowing who will be 
the next to go. The men dismissed 
were among the most important in the 
employment of the company, one be¬ 
ing David Williams, head roller in the 
10-inch mill. It is said that many 
others will be d ismissed.

The opening and closing 
dates of the Cotton States exposition 
at Atlanta are also announced on tho 
sides of the ears. 

Two woolcs ago Ex-Governor Northcn 
appealed to Georgians to send supplies 
to Nebraska. By general consent the 
ex-govertior took hold of the matter. 
Georgia’s corn crop for the past two 
years has been unusually large, and 
he suggested that liberal contributions 
of that grain be made. Contributions 
in quantity were made as follows ; 

Six cars of micellaneous provisions 
bought by the cash donations; ono ear 
of coal from the Atlanta coal dealers; 
one car of coal from the J. C. Wilson 
Lumber and Coal company of Atlanta; 
a car of coal from the Atlanta exposi¬ 
tion directors; a car each from Au¬ 
gusta, Savannah, D-morost, Thomas- 
villc, Macon; two oars of corn from the 
farmers along tho line of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad; one cat- 
loading from the Seaboard and ' Aiy 
Line, the Southern railroad, the At¬ 
lantic Coast Lino, and two ears from 
the Georgia Southern and Florida 
Railway company. The total value 
of the train is $15,000. 

The route is over the Western and 
Atlantic to Chattanooga, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Lo Martins, 
the Illinois Central to East St. Louis, 
aud the 'Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy to Lincoln, Neb. The train 
will he four days on the trip.

In a dense fog early Tuesday morn¬ 
ing as the tow boat Boaz with thirty 
coal loaded boats, hound from 
Pittsburg to Now Orleans, rounded 
the bend just above Hawesvilie, Ky., 
she struck tho bank and the fleet went 
to pieces. The lioaz’s wheel and ma¬ 
chinery was damaged and the boat 
keeled over on one side. The crew 
became frantic and climbed onto the 
barges. Twenty barges went down 
immediately and others drifted out of 
sight, jammed and roughed to pieces 
by the ice. The Boaz drifted a long 
ways on one side. Citizens of both 
towns were terror stricken and great 
excitement prevailed. The boats be¬ 
long to July of Cincinnati, and tho 
coal to Fawcett of Pittsburg. At 8 
o’clock Tuesday not a word had been 
heard from the boats and tho twenty- 
nine men who were on them.

AN AWFUL CALAMITY. 


Citizens Slaughtered, Houses Wrecked 
and General Ruin Wrought. 


IN VIOLATION OF THE LAWS. 


Nltro Glycerine Stored In tlie Midst 
of the City of Butte, Montana, 
and Two Car Loads of Giant 
Rowdor Explode During a Fire. 
The Terrible Results. 


During a fire at the Montana Central 
railroad yards at Butte, Montana, 
Tuesday evening, several cars of pow¬ 
der together with a warehouse con¬ 
taining a quantity of dynamite caught 
fire and exploded, killing a number of 
firemen and spectators and maiming 
many others. There were three sepa¬ 
rate explosions, the first two breaking 
nearly every window within a radius 
of two miles. 

When the smoke caused by the suc- 
eessive explosions had cleared away 
the sight which presented itself to the 
survivors was sickening in the extreme. 
The ground for a block around tho 
scene of the accident was strewn with 
quivering ilesh of dismembered men 
and horses, pinned down by fragments 
of the fire engines and burning brands 
from the demolished warehouse. 

The warehouse is literally blown to 
pieces, and a hole 75 feet deep was ex¬ 
cavated in tho ground by the force of 
the explosion. It is feared some bodies 
were thrown into this chasm by the 
force of tho explosion and that they 
have been cremated. Owing to the 
nature of the fire and its dangerous 
locality the entire force of the fire de¬ 
partment was called out to prevent the 
sitread of the flames to adjoining build¬ 
ings, and every member of the force 
was either killed or wounded except 
three. 

Three policemen who had been de¬ 
tailed te keep the crowd back were 
also killed. Many of the spectators 
were instantly killed and several 
hurled back some distance from the 
scene of the lire aud rendered uncon¬ 
scious by the force of the shock. Nu¬ 
merous persons living in the distant 
parts of the city have lost their power 
of hearing and speech from the force 
of the shock. 

The list of the dead will probably 
reach seventy-live, and the damage to 
property will be more than $1,000,000. 

At 2 o’clock Wednesday morning 
forty-three dead bodies had been found 
and removed to the morgue. Many of 
them were so shockingly burned and 
mutilated as to be totally unrecogniz¬ 
able. A small boy whose names is not 
known was found dead in the street a 
block and a half from the scene of the 
explosion. One woman was killed in a 
house a half a block away by an anvil 
thrown through the roof. 

Human heads, legs and arms were 
scattered for several blocks from the 
scene of the greatest of the three ex¬ 
plosions. It is believed the complete 
list of the dead cannot be secured for 
several days. 

The first explosion was caused by 
nitroglycerine stored in the private 
warehouses of tho Kenyon-Gonnell 
Commercial company, which burned. 
The second came from a ear load of 
powder on the railroad track, and tho 
third from the warehouse of the Butte 
Hardware company, which adjoined 
that of the Kenyon-Connell company. 

At 10 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
tho known number of dead was forty- 
seven. The list will undoubtedly be 
increased when the debris of the ex¬ 
plosion is removed, as it is almost cer¬ 
tain that bodies lie hidden in the ruins 
of the demolished warehouse. 

Of the dead thus far recovered twen¬ 
ty-six have been identified, either 
wholly or partially. In some cases 
tho identification has been by articles 
of clothing or jewelry, tho bodies 
being defaced and blackened so as to 
render personal identification impossi¬ 
ble. It is not impossible that in some 
cases mistakes have been made, but in 
general there is little doubt as to the 
identity of the bodies. 

From all that can be learned tho total 
amount of explosives that went up in 
the three explosions was nearly thirty 
tons. There were twenty tons of giant 
powder alone that went up in the blast. 

A thorough investigation is to take 
place and see who is to blame in the 
matter. _ _

Before Inauguration. 

On Tuesday the Tennessee house of 
representatives adopted the senate 
resolution by a vote of 58 to 41 provid¬ 
ing for an investigation by a joint 
Committee of the gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion before announcing the result. Tho 
populists voted with the republicans. 
It was rumored last Monday night that 
Hon. Henry Clay Evans would make 
an effort to have himself sworn in as 
governor upon tho expiration of Gov¬ 
ernor Turney’s term at noon Tuesday, 
but the report was groundless. Tlio 
republicans, it is claimed, will do all 
in their power to aid the committee in 
ferreting out fraud, aud intimate that 
they will make some startling revela¬ 
tions. _ ___ 

Coal Barge Wrecked. 

The barge Seth Low, which broke 
adrift from her tug two weeks ago and 
spent five days iu the open ocean at 
the mercy ot the waves, broke adrift 
again Sunday soon after leaving New 
York lor Boston, coal laden. She 
went ashore this time ou Short Bach, 
near Fire Island, and went to pieces. 
Three of her crew wore drowned. 
Three were rescued from the wreck 
but nearly frozen to death. 


l’rompt Action.

PRINCIPLES FORTHE PARTY. 


“Down with Monopolies and Millionaire 
Control; Up with the Rights of Man 
and the Masses."— 1 The “Grand Old 
Man of Illinois." 


THE TWO METHODS. 


I 


Judge Lyman Trumbull expressed m 
the following resolutions thought that 
will live and burn into the hearts of 
patriotic men long after the present 
cut throat competition of plutocrats 
and paupers has given place to a gov¬ 
ernment of equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none. 

1. Resolved, that human brother¬ 
hood and equality of rights are cardi¬ 
nal principles of true democracy. 

2. Resolved, that forgetting all past 
political differences we unite in the 
common purpose to rescue the govern" 
ment from the control of monopolists 
and concentrated wealth; to limit their 
powers of perpetuation by curtailing 
their privileges and to secure the right 
of free speech, a free press, free labor 
and trial by jury—all rules, regula¬ 
tions and judicial dicta in derogation 
of either of which are arbitrary and 
unconstitutional and not to be toler¬ 
ated by a free people. 

3. We endorse the resolution adopt¬ 
ed by the national republican conven¬ 
tion of 1860, which was incorporated 
by- President Lincoln in his inaugural 
address as follows: “That the main¬ 
tenance, inviolate, of the rights of the 
states, and especially of the rights of 
each state, to order and control its own 
domestic institutions according to its 
own judgment, exclusively, is essential 
to that balance of power on which the 
perfectness and endurance of our 
political fabric depends, and we de¬ 
nounce the lawless invasion of armed 
fcrce on the soil of any state or ter¬ 
ritory, no matter under what pretext, 
as among the gravest of crimes.” 

•I. Resolved, that the power given 
congress by the constitution to provide 
for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union to suppress in¬ 
surrections, to repel invasions, does 
not warrant the government in mak¬ 
ing use of a standing army in aiding 
monopolies in the oppression of their 
employes. When free men unshield 
the sword it should be to strike for 
liberty, not for despotism or to uphold 
privileged monopolies in the oppres¬ 
sion of the pool'. 

5 Resolved, that to check the rapid 
absorption of the wealth of the coun¬ 
try and its perpetuation in a few 
hands we demand the enactment of 
laws limiting the amount of property 
to be acquired by devise or inherit¬ 
ance. 

t. Resolved, that we denounce the 
issuing of interest bearing bonds by 
the government in times of peace to be 
paid for in part at least by gold drawn 
from the treasury, which results in 
the government paying interest on its 
own money. 

7. Resolved, that we demand that 
congress perform its constitutional 
duty to coin money, regulate the value 
thereof and of foreign coin by the en¬ 
actment of laws for the free coinage 
of silver with that of gold at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. 

'8. Resolved, that monopolies affect¬ 
ing the public interests should be 
owned and operated by the govern¬ 
ment in the interests of the people; all 
employes of the same to be governed 
by civil service rules, and no one to be 
employed or displaced on account of 
politics. 

9. Resolved, that we inscribe on our 
banners, “Down with monopolies and 
millionaire control; up with the rights 
of man and the masses,” and under 
this banner we march to the polls and 
to victory. 

Studying a Little. 

Well, pa, I have been figuring a lit¬ 
tle and I find that an intelligent, in¬ 
tensive system of agriculture would 
enable us to raise food as follows: 
Four bushels of wheat for every hu¬ 
man being in the United States can be 
raised on 2,500,000 acres of land; 2,600,- 
000 acres will supply every family with 
fifty bushels of apples; 195,000 acres of 
potatoes will furnish three bushels for 
each one of us; 9,125,000 acres culti¬ 
vated in corn will supply a half pound 
of pork a day to everybody over 20 
years of age; 473,000 acres will furnish 
a quart of strawberries a day for ten 
weeks to every one, and 303,000 acres 
will give us a mushmelon apiece every 
day for ten weeks. Now to produce all 
the bread, meat and potatoes, apples, 
melons and strawberries we can all 
eat will require but 15,186,000 acres of 
land. Indiana alone contains 23,040,- 
000 acres. Subtract 15,195,000 acres 
from this number and you have 7,844,- 
000 acres left, which is enough to 
furnish each person over 10 years of 
age a pound of butter a week and still 
leave 3,500,000 acres for the use of 
building lots, vineyards, poultry yards, 
etc. In other words, enough of every¬ 
thing to eat can be supplied to our 
65,OOD,OUO people upon a spot of ground 
the size of Indiana. 

Well, what of it?—Stoclcwell’s Bad 
Boy.

How to Agitate. 

It takes some time for a man or 
woman to get a thing straight in their 
mind. To illustrate: If a man were 
to desire to learn mathematics, the 
reading of the books would not make 
him a mathematician. If he could 
read them all in a week he would 
still not accomplish anything. Th e 
mind would not have the time to ab¬ 
sorb, digest and arrange the ideas 
He would require months, or years, t 
train the mind to think knowingly. 
And until he did this, his calculations 
would not be reliable. The same is 
applicable to political economy, only 
it is not necessary to have such severe 
training to understand its fundamental 
principles. But as a man may not be¬ 
come a mathematician in a month, 
neither may he become a Populist in a 
month. It takes time. It is not an 
appeal to the emotions as are the flap 
doodle tariff arguments of the monopo¬ 
listic press, but an appeal to the 
reason. Therefore, all work done a 
few weeks before an election will do 
but little if any good, as the mind is 
not in that pacific state necessary to 
discern and compare statements, and 
has not the time for such digestion and 
understanding even if it were willing. 

In other words Populists are hot made 
in a month. It takes many months 
often. The mind must be kept on the 
problems until it can analyze them— 
know and feel the reasons for accept¬ 
ing the new philosophy. Therefore, if 
you intend to do anything"toward the 
propaganda pf a new civilization, do it 
now. Men whom you got interested 
now will before the next campaign 
have had time to study, and will then 
themselves become workers and help¬ 
ers. Don’t wait. If the money spent 
for books and papers two months be¬ 
fore the election had been spent six or 
eight months before, it would have in¬ 
fluenced to understanding half a mill¬ 
ion more minds. I have always ad¬ 
vised for work a long time before elec¬ 
tion, but our own people are slow to 
see the reasons. I hope I have made it 
plain. Work now. We will win in 1890 
if you do your duty in the agitation. A 
dollar for literature now will do as 
much good as §10 eighteen months 
hence in its influence on the results of 
1896. Nine voters out of ten, if a re¬ 
form paper visits them the next year, 
will vote with us. Go out in the high¬ 
ways and solicit subscribers to some 
good reform papers. Get a move on 
yourself. — The One Hoss Editor.

Retire the National Bank BUI. 

The national banks have been and are 
continually withdrawing gold from 
the treasury by tendering so called 
coin certificates or treasury notes and 
demanding the gold in exchange. 

The shifting of this metal from the 
treasury to the banks and from tho 
banks back to the treasury, only to be 
again withdrawn when the latter de¬ 
sire an issue of bonds by the govern¬ 
ment, may be successfully repeated 
without limit, unless the people take 
up a line of action in self defense, 
which will be effective in calling a 
halt to such unpatriotic and dishonor¬ 
able financiering. 

We suggest that, as the national 
banks have set in circulation among 
the people $307,000,000 of their own 
national bank bills, while sorting and 
keeping out of circulation these treas¬ 
ury or coin notes for the above indi¬ 
cated purpose of exchanging them foi 
gold, that the people who believe in 
protecting the government—i. e., them¬ 
selves—from the nefarious practice of 
sorting the currency for the illegiti¬ 
mate purpose of draining the treasury 
of gold, do tender to the banks at theii 
earliest convenience in exchange foi 
“legal tenders” any national bank bill 
coming within their possession, before 
using the same. 

And further believing that the peo¬ 
ple of these United States have but this 
one weapon left at their command, by 
which they can successfully resist or 
seek redress from the injustice and im¬ 
position practiced upon them by the 
national banks, we therefore urge all 
who believe in the government issuo 
of money direct to the people to act 
individually aud collectively, if possi¬ 
ble, to further the above movement. 

1. Tender every national bank bill 
direct to the banks, instead of passing 
it on and thus keeping it in circula¬ 
tion. 

2. Buy every national bank bill 
found in circulation among friends or 
business associates, and tender these 
also to the bank. 

3. Urge every friend and business 
associate to do likewise. 

The law compels every national 
bank to redeem its own notes as well as 
those of other national banks in gov¬ 
ernment “legal tender” money, and 
the inevitable result would be to force 
the national bank bill out of circula¬ 
tion into the banks, while the talk 
about the retirement of the national 
currency to make place for hank bills 
would soon cease. 

The banks would either desist 
through discretion from looting the 
treasury of its gold or be forced to 
stop their operations through a lack of 
the kinds of hills (treasury notes and 
legal tender) necessary to continue 
this nefarious scheme; while the gov¬ 
ernment “legal tender” received in ex¬ 
change would take the place of . the 
national bank bill in general circula¬ 
tion among tne people, where it could 
not be used by designing bankers to 
draw gold from the treasury. 

By the gradual operation of this 
combined action on the part of all be¬ 
lievers in the government issue of 
money, a more perfect condemnation 
of the schemes of national bankers 
will be effected than could possibly be 
enacted by law or resolution; 
and in time, tlie only out-, 
standing circulation would be 
the government “legal tender,” while 
the discredit thus thrown upon the 
national hank bill would compel its 
withdrawal from the circulating me¬ 
dium of the country. 

A more thoroughly practical and 
effective solution of the currency 
question for and by the people, than 
would result from such action, could 
not be devised in the interest of an 
honest money issued by the govern¬ 
ment. 

The above has been sent to us by a 
friend, w ho believes in fighting the 
enemy with his own kind of weapons.

Yes, sir; for my home and country 1 
am ready to lay down my life. 

Good; you are one of the kind oj 
men who made this great nation tho 
richest on the globe. 

Yes, 1 guess 1 have done my share 
and I am proud to be an American. 

Well, let’s come back to tlie original 
subject. IIow did you get into debt. 

Who, me? 

Yes, you. 

Why didn’t I tell you that I don I 
owe a dollar to any man on earth ? 

Oh yes, you do. 

Wliat! Do you mean to insult me? 
There is my house free from debt and 
I’ve got money in tlie bank. 

Yes, but you said you were a loyal 
American, and you certainly arc loyal 
to vour state, county and community 
and believe that every individual 
should pay his debts. 

Certainly, but what has that to dc 
with the case? 

Oh, nothing, perhaps, but bow much 
did you make last year? 

Well, I made a living, and I've go! 
enough money to buy a new wagon 
and a plow and some other things 1 
need. 

Then how are you going to pay of! 
the debts of your.family? 

Are you crazy? I want to say em¬ 
phatically that I don't owe any debts, 
and I don’t thank any man for trying 
to make a fool of me. 

Friend, don’t get excited. That 
won’t make the debt any easier to pay. 
Don't you know that it would requiie 
all the land in the United States to 
pay the debts of the people? 

Well; what in thunder lias that to 
do with me? 

Oh, nothing, but do you know of any 
way of paying the debts without sell¬ 
ing the land? 

Of course I do, it can be paid off with 
the money that goes into tlie treasury 
as taxes. 

Don't you know that instead of pay¬ 
ing off debts the treasurer is borrow¬ 
ing more money? The debt of your 
family was increased about $14 by the 
last two bond issues of $50,000,000, and 
the treasurer is now preparing things 
for another issue of fifty mil¬ 
lions. ~ That will make $21 increase 
of your debt this year, and the bankers 
are demanding an issue of $500,000,000 
worth more of bonds and that would 
increase the debt of your family $70 
more. 

The total indebtedness of the people 
of the United States is $500 for each 
and every man woman and child in the 
nation—making your share $3,500 with 
a family of seven. 

Of course you do not owe this amount 
directly and you have never signed a 
mortgage on your own home. 

But you pay interest every year on 
the state, county and national debt— 
and through depreciation in prices you 
contribute of your labor and produce 
every year to pay interest on the pri¬ 
vate mortgages of the country. 

Ultimately you must pay your share 
of the principal. 

There is no getting around it. 

Oh! you’re one of these darn Populist 
calamity howlers—1 have no time tc 
waste listening to a fool. I’ve got to 
go to town and pay my taxes and buy 
some tools I need on the farm. 

Yes; there he goes to buy more tool? 
to raise more produce for Shyloek. 

Some Cold Statistics. 

Since free coinage was suspended iq 
June, 1893, India has been unable to ex¬ 
port enough products to pay her gold 
interest, but has been compelled to 
borrow $50,000,000 to pay interest on 
her gold obligations during tlie last 
year, and slie roust continue to borrow 
and increase her debts under the gold 
standard. The United States has been 
compelled to borrow $56,000,000 by the 
sale of $50,000,000 5 per cent bonds and 
lias $ 50 , 000,000 less in the treasury 
than she had a year ago under the 
same tariff laws that were formerly in 
force. It is impossible for the United 
States to export enougli products at 
gold prices to pay interest on either 
foreign or domestic debts. There is 
no way ot avoiding a continuous in¬ 
crease of indebtedness but by the free 
coinage of silver, and that can only be 
had through the efforts of the Populist 
party.—William M. Stewart.

OHIO' RIVER DISASTER. 


The Steamer State of Missouri Sunk. 

Eighteen People Drowned. 

At 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon tha 
big passenger steamer, State of Mis¬ 
souri, plying between Cincinnati 
and Memphis, struck a rock and sank 
in 30 feet water, near Alton, Ind. She 
carried forty-five passengers and a 
crew of sixty. The exact loss has not 
yet been ascertained, but is believed 
to be not less than thirty-seven. 

Sam Cook, colored, gave the follow¬ 
ing version of the accident: 

“We were passing down Wolf creek 
beach under a full head of steam aud 
for some reason Pilot Jim MePell, who 
was at the wheel, moved across the 
river from the Indiana to the Ken¬ 
tucky shore. A massive rock loomed 
up near the water’s edge and for a time 
we men on deck thought he was going 
to run onto in headforemost, but he 
mananged to swing „ the boat’s head 
out, but she struck hard against the , 
rook just a little forward of the lar¬ 
board engine. Seeing and knowing 
that big damage had been done, I 
seized a headline aud as the boat’s nose 
swung back to shore, I leaped into the 
water, waist deep, carrying the line 
with me. I carried the end around a 
tree, but it soon gave way and then the 
boat’s head swung out into the river, 
her boilers rising up on their rear 
ends and in less than twenty minutes 
the boat had gone to pieces. 

“Meantime the men on deck saved 
themselves by plunging into the water 
and swimming ashore. Being on tho 
bank, I had the best view of the wreck 
of anybody and I counted twelve per¬ 
sons, including four lady passengers, 
who were carried away in the wreck. 

“From my experience as a steamboat 
man I am satisfied the boat ‘ran away’ 
from the pilot, as she had only three 
blades to herrudder. I don’t think the 
clerk had time to save the books, for 
everybody did their best to save their, 
lives. 1 am under the impression that 
all the boat’s officials are saved.” 

The Tell City, of the Louisville and 
Evansville mail line, picked up most of 
the survivors of the crew and landed 
them at Louisville. Others were taken 
on the City of Owensburg- to Evansville, 
Ind. 

Later—Complete reports from AVoll 
Creek regarding the loss of life by the 
sinking of the steamer State of Mis¬ 
souri, place the loss of life at eighteen. 
This includes the cabin crew, carpen¬ 
ter and one passenger, from Pittsburg 
and one from Barfield. Five lady P as " 
sengers were saved. Five roustabouts 
were lost.

A Steam Engine 100 Xoars Old. 

A few years ago an old beam engine, 
built by James Watt, which had been 
fioing regular work daily for 102yoars, 
was taken down and replaced by a 
taodern engine. The engine was orig- 
nally a ; O-horse-power engine, and 
Was erected in 1785. In 1795 some al¬ 
terations were made to enable it to 
Wont to 70-horse-power. It had a 2-1- 
Inch cylinder, a (1-foot stroke, and sun 
tad planet motion. It worked at 2ii 
revolutions, or 270 feet of piston speed 
er minute. In 1875 it was tested by 
r. Longbridge, when, with a steam 
pressure of five pounds per square inch, 
it indicated 48.72 horse power, with an 
expenditure of coal of 4.59 pounds per 
indicated horse-power per hour. Only 
the best modern engines with tho same 
condition of loading would work with 
two pounds of coal per indicated horse¬ 
power per hour. Ono is in doubt 
whether to he surprised that, after a 
century of endeavor to improve the 
economy of steam engine workirg, the 
progress is so Buall, o.- to be proud

Twenty-Eighth Day. 

Senate. —After the call of the dis 
tricts and the introduction of 34 new 
bills, bills on the calendar were taken 
uo and besides 18 of only local interest, 
the following were passed : 

H. 94..—To emend an act to provide 
for the appointment of an official ste¬ 
nographer for the circuit and chancery 
courts in the county of Mobile and the 
city court of tho city of Mobile, and to 
define his duties and regulate his com¬ 
pensation, approved February 12th, 
1879. 

S. 135.—To allow manufacturers of 
domestic wines from the juice of any 
domestic fruits, or berries, to sell, or 
dispose of, the same withont paying 
license therefor. Substitute adopted. 

S. 142. — To prescribe the eases 
where sworn answers may he required 
in chancery and to declare the effect 
thereof. 

S. 128.—To provide a penalty against 
any county court judge, or judge of 
any county court for failure to hold 
court, aud to provide how such penalty 
shall he enforced. 

S. 187.—Prescribing additional du¬ 
ties for probate judges.-—All bills on 
the calendar being disposed of the 
senate adjourned. 

House. — The house was called to 
order at 10 a. m., by Speaker Clark, 
seventy-eight members present.—Hon. 
J. R. Wood, of Maeon, elected to fill 
the vacancy made by the death of 
Judge Holt, was sworn in. Eighty- 
three new bills were introduced. Two 
sets of resolutions were offered and 
one petition received.—Adjourned. 

Twenty-Ninth Day. 

Senate.— Thirty-three new hills and 
one memorial were introduced. Be¬ 
sides two local hills the following 
were passed.

Thirtieth Day*

THE SENATE. 

Thirty-Third Day. —The death of 
Miss Mary Stevenson, the vice presi¬ 
dent’s eldest daughter, was feelingly 
referred to in the opening prayer of 
the chaplain.—Mr. Manderson of Ne- 
braka presented the credentials of 
John M. Thurston, senator from Ne¬ 
braska for the term beginning March 
4th next.—-Mr. Frye, of the committee 
on foreign affairs offered a resolution 
expressing indignation at the recent 
effort to restore the dethroned 
Queen of the Hawaiin Isles, aud that 
it is the sense of the senate that this 
government should at once dispatch 
war vessels to the islands. The reso¬ 
lution provoked a heated coloquy, was 
mollified and finally went over on ob¬ 
jection. The debate on Hawaiin mat¬ 
ters was continued on notice by Mr. 
Lodge of liis intention to call up the 
resolution offered by Aldrich on the 
9th inst., declaring it to he the sense 
of the senate that war ships should be 
sent to thateountry.—Aresolution was 
passed, asking the secretary of the 
navy for information as to the survey 
made of Pearl harbor, Hawaiian' Isles, 
by Admiral Walker.—-.At the hour of 
2 p. m. the Hawaiin resolution was 
laid aside for the special order—the 
hearing eulogies on the late Senator 
Vance, at the conclusion of which, as a 
further mark of respect to the deceased, 
the senate adjourned. 

Thirty-Fourth Day. —The Hawaiin 
resolutions occupied the senate until 
morning hour expired, when it went 
over until to-morrow.—The conference 
report on the urgent deficiency hill 
was debated at length and the senate 
voted to recede from its amendments 
relating to the income tax and leave 
the hill, in that respect, as it came 
from the house.—It was agreed, by 
unanimous consent, to vote on the 
Nicaragua canal bill on Frichiy next at 
5 p. m.—The senate then adjourned. 

Thirty-Fifth Day. — The Hawaiin 
resolution, after two hours debate, 
went to the calendar.—The “pooling 
bill” was reported favorably from the 
(.Q^nmittee to interstate comment and 
put on the calendar. Mr. Chandler 
gave notice of an amendment requiring 
proposed changes of rates to be. sub¬ 
mitted to and approved by the. inter¬ 
state commerce commission. lhe re¬ 
mainder of the session was occupied by 
Mr. Turpie, of Indiana, in a speech 
against the Nicaraguan canaL bill.— 
Adjourned. 

Thirty-Sixth Day. —Mr. Hale gave 
notice of an amendment to the diplo¬ 
matic and consular appropriation bill 
appropriating §501,000 toward the con¬ 
struction of a telegraph cable between 
this country and the Sandwich Isles.— 
Two financial bills were introduced, 
and referred to the finance committee. 
—Senator Patton of Michigan, appoint¬ 
ed to fill the vacancy made by the 
death of Senator Stockbridge, was 
relieved from further duty under the 
appointment, Mr. Burton, senator 
elect, taking his place. The Nicara¬ 
guan canal bill was taken up and Mr. 
Turpie, of Indiana, spoke against it. 
At the close of his speech tho senate 
held a brief executive session and then 
adjourned. 

Thirty-Eighth Day. —The morning 
hour was spent in the discussion of 
Hawaiian matters, which will come up 
again to-morrow. — The Nicaragua 
canal bill was passed, by yeas 31, nays 
21, as follows ; Yeas—Messrs. Aldrich, 
Allison, Bnraows, Butler, Cameron, 
Chandler, Cullom, Faulkner, Frye, 
Gallinger, Gibson, Gorman, Hale, Hoar, 
Hunton, Lodge, McMillan, Manderson, 
Mitchell of Oregon, Morgan, Murphy, 
Platt, Power, Pritchard, Proctor, 
Pugh, Ransom, Squires, Walsh, White 
and Wilson—31. Nays—Messrs. Allen, 
Blackburn, Blanchard, Caffery, Call, 
Cockrell, Daniel, Davis, George, Gray, 
Hill, Irby, Jones of Arkansas, Kyle, 
Mills, Palmer, Peffer, Pettigrew, Tur¬ 
pie, Vilas and Walcott—21. The fol¬ 
lowing are the pairs: Messrs. Brice 
and Berry, Dolph and Coke, Dixon and 
McLaurin, Dubois and Smith, Gordon 
and Martin, Sherman and Lindsay, 
Higgins and McPherson, Carey and 
Mitchell o’f Wisconsin, Quay and Pasco, 
Perkins and Roach, Shoup and Teller, 
Washburn and Vest, Morrill aud Veor- 
hees, Hawley and Bate, Jones of Neva¬ 
da, and Harris, Camden and Hans- 
brugh. Present and not voting, Mr. 
Stewart. The hill as passed provides 
that the capital stock of the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua*shall con¬ 
sist of 1,000,000 shares of §100 each. It 
authorizes the company to issue 3 per 
cent bonds to the amount of §70,000,000, 
which shall be indorsed and guaran¬ 
teed by the treasurer of the United 
States, and shall be secured by a first 
mortgage on all the property of the 
company. The interest on these bonds 
is to be paid by the company as it falls 
due, and on failure to do so is to be 
held to pay 4 per cent interest to the 
United States, and such default shall 
also bring with it the right of fore¬ 
closure and sale. In consideration of 
the guarantee the United States is to 
receive §70,000,000 in stock of the com¬ 
pany ; §6,000,000 of stock is to go to 
to the government of Nicaragua ; §1,- 
500,000 to the government of Costa 
Rica, and the remaining §22,500,000 is 
to go to extinguish former issues of 
stock and to the construction of the 
canal. Ten of the fifteen directors of 
the company are to be appointed by 
the president of the United States, 
with the advice and consent of the 
senate. The hill further provides that 
the work of canal construction shall 
be divided into sections and be given 
out on contract to the lowest responsi¬ 
ble bidder after advertisement, the 
aggregate award not to exceed the 
amount of §70,000,000. The senate, at 
7:45, adjourned. 

Thirty-Denenth Day. —Mr. Pritch¬ 
ard, republican, of North Carolina, 
elected to fill tho unexpired term of 
Senator Vance, appeared and was 
sworn in. Mr. Jarvis, who had occu¬ 
pied the seat, ad interim, by appoint¬ 
ment of the governor, retiring.—A hill 
was introduced to prevent the wrong¬ 
ful taking of dispatches from telegraph 
and telephone wires. Referred.— 
Hawaiian matters were taken up and 
discussed, the question being on the 
Lodge resolution favoring annexation, 
George of Mississippi, speaking against 
it- Allen, populist, of Nebraska, 
offered a resolution favoring immedi¬ 
ate steps for annexation. His resolu¬ 
tion went over.—Mr. White, of Califor¬ 
nia, spoke in favor of the Nicaraguan 
caua.1 bill. —Twenty-one pension. bi.U a 


were passed, and two bills of only 
local interest. A brief executive ses¬ 
sion was held and the senate ad¬ 
journed. 

THE HOUSE. 

Thirty-Third Day. — The speaker 
announced the retirement of Mr. Bor¬ 
rows* (who has been chosen senator 
from Michigan) from the ways aud 
means committee, and appointed Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, in hi3 place.— The 
senate amendments to the pension bill 
were disagreed to aud a conference 
ordered.—A hill was passed authoriz¬ 
ing the secretary of the interior to cor¬ 
rect errors where double allotments 
of lands have been made to Indians— 
Consideration of the Indian appropria¬ 
tions was resumed. After some debate 
it was interrupted by Mr. Boutelle 
offering a resolution on the Hawaiiu 
incident and making a gushing speech 
upon it, which was brought to a stop 
by the arrival of the hour fixed for the 
proceedings on the death of Represen¬ 
tative Lyle, of Kentucky. After eulo¬ 
gies on the deceased, the house, as a 
further mark of respect, adjourned. 

Thirty-Fourth Day. —Speaker Crisp 
being absent Jamas D. Richardson, ol 
Tennessee was elected speaker pro 
tern.—Bills with reference to public 
buildings at Chicago, Ill., Paterson, 
N. J., Cumberland, Md., South Omaha, 
Neb., Brockton, Mass., Pottsville, Pa., 
and Newport, Ky., were passed. None 
except the Chicago bill carry appropri- 
rtions.—Mr. Boutelle tried to get up 
the Hawaiin matter again, but failed 
and the house adjourned. 

Thirty-Fiftii Day. — The Indian 
appropriation bill passed. — I he bill 
providing for the appointment of naval 
cadets, by representatives whose dis¬ 
tricts are not represented at the naval 
academy, passed.—The conference re¬ 
port on the urgent deficiency bill was 
agreed to, the house receding from its 
amendments.—The hill to repeal the 
provision of the tariff law imposing an 
additional duty of 1-10 of a cent a 
pound on sugar imported from any 
country that paysan export bounty on 
sugar was favorably reported from the 
committee on ways and means.—The 
hill to establish a military park 
at Gettysburg, and to appropriate 
§5,000 therefor, passed.—The senate 
amendments to the fortifications bill 
were disagreed to and a conference 
asked.—Adjourned. 

Thirty-Sixth Day. —A letter from 
the secretary of the treasury in re¬ 
sponse to au inquiry relating to the 
Behring sea seal herd was laid before 
the house. After discussion Mr. Ding- 
ley of Maine, introduced a bill author¬ 
izing the secretary ef the treasury to 
forthwith kill aud secure the sealskins 
of the whole Alaskan herd of the seal 
islands, sell the same from time and 
convert the proceeds into the treasury, 
with a provision for the suspension 
of the act whenever Great Britain shall 
unite with this country in regulations 
that will, in the president’s judgement, 
protect the Alaskan seals. Referred 
to the committee on ways and means 
calling on the secretary of tho treasury 
for additional information relating to 
the seal business.—The sundry civil 
appropriation bill was taken up and 
considered until the hour of adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Thirty-Eighth Day. —Mr. McCall 
republican, of Massachusetts, reported 
favorably from the committee on elec¬ 
tions his bill to refer contested con¬ 
gressional elections to the United 
States courts for the district in which 
the contests arise.—In the matter of 
Judge Rielcs, the judiciary committee 
reported the following resolution with 
the recommendation that it be adopted 
by the house: “Resolved, That while 
tho committee is not satisfied that 
Judge Augustus J. Ricks lias been 
guilty of any wrong committed while 
judge that will justify it iu reporting 
a resolution of impeachment, yet the 
committee cannot- too strongly censure 
the practice under which Judge Rielcs 
made up his accounts.” It is under¬ 
stood that there will be a minority 
report favoring impeachment, and 
leave was granted tho minority to 
bring in their report to-day or to-mor¬ 
row.—The sundry civil bill was passed. 
It appropriates §39,037,721, restores to 
the secretary of the treasury the dis¬ 
cretion to issue notes of such denomi¬ 
nations as he may deem best, instead 
of being restricted to the reissue of 
such as may he cancelled and retired, 
and prohibits the furlher issue of gold 
certificates, providing that after July 
1, 1895, such certificates shall not bo 
received for custom dues nor counted 
as part of the lawful reserve of any 
National bank.—A recess was taken 
until 8 p. m., the night sitting to be 
devoted to private pension bills. 

Thirty-Seventh Day.—A resolution 
authorizing an investigation of the 
management of the office of the archi¬ 
tect of the capitol was passed.—Consid¬ 
eration of the sundry civil appropria¬ 
tion hill was resumed §8,000 dollars 
were added for enclosing the grounds 
of the arsenal it Columbia, Tenn., 
and amendment was agreed to, direct¬ 
ing §1,500,000 of the Mississippi river 
appropriation to be used in the employ¬ 
ment of movable jetties and steeleais-

REBELLION IN HAWAII. 


An American War Ship Dispatched 
to tile Islands. 

Early Saturday morning Secretary 
Gresham received formal notice that; 
there had been attempt at revolution 
near Honolulu on the 6th of this month. 
This notice came in the shape of the 
following dispatch from Minister Wil¬ 
lis, telegraphed from San Francisco : 

Honolulu, H. I., Jan. 11, 1895. 
Hon. W. Q. Gresham, Secretary of 

State, Washington, D. C.: 

At Waikiki Beach, five miles from 
executive building, night of January 
6, uprising of Hawaiins reported, sev¬ 
eral hundred well supplied with arms 
and ammunition, commanded by Capt. 
Nowlain and R. W. Wilcox. Hon. C. L. 
Carter, late eommissional, killed first 
night. Desultory fighting every day 
since, without further loss of life or 
property to government. Three Roy¬ 
alists killed and fifty taken prisoners. 
Over fifty non-combatants, mostly 
whites, arrested, including three ex- 
attornoy-generals and many prominent 
citizens. Martial law declared Jan¬ 
uary 7. No vessels allowed to leave. 
All other islands reported quiet. Crisis 
thought to he over, hut excitement 
still intense. President Dole expressed 
to me his gratification that no national 
ship has been in port during this dis¬ 
turbance. Arms reported to have been 
brought from Vancouver by Norma.

After conferring with tho secretaries 
of state aud the navy, the president 
directed that the cruiser Philadelphia, 
the flag ship of the Pacific squadron, 
now at Mare Island, he ordered to pro¬ 
ceed at once to Honolulu, under com¬ 
mand of Admiral Beardslee, to protect 
American interests there.

The flagship Philadelphia left San 
Francisco for Honolulu at 11 o’clock 
Sunday morning and it is expected she 
will make the run to the islands in 
about six days. The Oceanic steamer 
Australia left for Honolulu at 10 o'clock 
Monday. She had a small passenger 
list, as some of those who intended to 
make the pleasant ocean voyage decid¬ 
ed that Hawaii is a good place to keep 
away from at present. The most con¬ 
spicuous part of her cargo will he 2,000 
stands of arms and about 75,000 rounds 
of ammunition that is being shipped 
to representatives of the government. 
The shipment is stored in the hold near 
the hatches so it can he reached quick¬ 
ly and landed as soon as the steamer 
arrives at her destination.

Death in Warrior Mines. 

Charles Mathis, a colored miner, em¬ 
ployed by the Pearson Coal and Iron 
company-, was instantly killed Monday 
by falling slate while at work iu his 
room in the mines.

Tho American hotel, at Florence, a 
large brick structure, on West Tennes¬ 
see street, was burned to the ground at 
2 o’clock Monday morning. There 
were a number of guests in the house, 
many of whom lost all their personal

The Clinton street bridge, Huntsville, 
in course of erection, by the King 
bridge company, was badly damaged 
by the high tide water Sunday -night. 
The iron frame work was on tempor¬ 
ary support and fell upon the piers, 
breaking the iron and damaging the 
masonry badly-. 

Child Scalded Witli Coffee. 

The tliree-year-oid daughter of A. J. 
Hensey, at Huntsville, was badly 
scalded at dinner Monday by a coffee 
pot overturning. The boiling coffee 
fell upon her lap, cooking her legs 
from the knee down. The physicians 
expect to save the limbs, though they 
will he badly disfigured. 


1 A Negro Shot Down. 

On Saturday last Jim Tipton, a negro 
miner who had been engaged in fight 
with another negro, was bi'ought be¬ 
fore Mr. Ed Paschel, notary public and 
justice of peace, at Mary Lee, by John 
White, who had been deputised to 
arrest him. While the investigation 
was proceeding Tipton, it is said, be¬ 
came very abusive,applying to court and 
officers the vilest epithets at his com¬ 
mand. He then leaped out at the 
door and ran. Mr. White followed 
him, firing one shot with his revolver. 
The shot was fatal, the ball striking 
j Tipton just under the right shoulder, 
and coming out at the left side of the 
neck. He lived but a little while after 
the shot. An inquest will be held by 
the coroner.

Three thousand students, accompan¬ 
ied by friends, called on President Diaz 
at the national palace, Mex., Tuesday 
and offered their services in the event 
of war between Mexico and Guatemala.
